I dreamed 
iSdftOttIk *°^^^^ dream, and behold, there appeared unto me 
W^www^r a great ttiiltitudc of people, in Icvcral dilHnft com- 
panies and bands, travelling from the city of Deftruflion, the town of 
Carnal Policy, the village of Morality, and from the reil. of the cities, 
cownsy villages, and hamlf ts that belong to the valley of Deftrudlion :

Then he ihewed 
to his chamber, and left him to his repofe. , 
he next morning, by break of day, Tender-confcience arofe, and 
ared for bis journey ; and $he Interpreter having performed all the 
I offices of conppleat hofpitality, told him, Ke would bear him 
pany a little way ; which kind offer Tender-confcience gladly em« 
*d, both becaufe he was a ftranger altogether in thofe parts, and 
afe he was in love with the Interpreter's good converfation.

the firll) whence he cannot cfcape, till he has made foil btisfaaua H 
the king for his hdnous ofltnce. 

Bat on the contrary, the terant on the right-hand, having foncjrM 
his farm in like manner as the other did, and finding it in the te 
condition, all to rnin and diforder, he confider*d with himielf the gmc 
favour be had received in being entrafled with one of the king's filrwb 
and how heinous a crime it would be to flight fuch a bendit asm 
propofed to him, both for the prefent and future, if he would bet In* 
prove his gift. Then he confider^d likewife, that though it was a pot 
ferm, and in a manner like a wildemefs, yet by endeavouring evciy dqf 
to deanfe it, in time he ihonki compafs the whole. 

Thefe confiderations made him fet about it with all fpeed, and ke

Yoong Mat! . Neither ii it left worthy of remark, by what aitifiw 
and mtireprefentatioDt^ the people betonging to the Hoaie-o<-llird^ 
do endeavour to frighten travellers from coming to our hoofe, briam 
an iQ name upon it, and telling them we are fiul melaiwhdy iSkiy 
nothing to be heard bat fighing« lamenting, and groaning, and tkl 
many poor travelieri have been driven to defpair in this place, tad 
made away with themfelves: Whereu there is nothing of this traei 
for oor lorrow is cot worldly forrow, which bringeth death, bot moim- 
ittg and repentance onto life, which oeedeth not to be repented of. h ' 
our isghs we rejoice* and in oar tears we fmile, u it is written, fhtf 
tbai /9w in tears fiail reaf in joy: And the deepeft of oor gn>am are 
but fore-raaners of the fours triumph ever fin and death 1 and there ii 
(o near a neighbourhood betwixt this kind of grief, and the moft ex- 
alted pleafure, that it is hard to diftinguifli between one and the odw : 
* Whilll our eyes rain tears, the clouds that caufe them^ aio Ccanei'd 
from our hearts ; and that very tempeft of fighs and groans which 
threatens to rend oar breads in puces, does but fweep and dcBUift the 
air of our fouls, and renders it more calm and ferene than it was be- 
fore { thus fprineeth Kght from darknefs, peace from war, «nd life 
from death. And (o far is this houfe from leading any to defpair, or 
from being the occafion of their dcflroying themfelves ; that on the 
contrary* many who have come from the Houie-of^Mirth in that con- 
dition, when their means were all fpent in riottmg and mirth, have de- 
firM harbour with us, and in a little time have recovered their judgment, 
reafon and ftrength again ; and have gone away full of comfort ani 
fati^fa^ien. 

Now by this time it grew la^e, and they broke up company, canfiflg 
one of the houlhold to fhew Tenider-oonfcience to his lodgings^ havinp 
wiflied him a good repoie, be returning them hearty thamks for thcv 
good counfel, and edifving difcourfe, took his leave for that eveniii|> 
and went to* reft. In the morning he rofe early, and prepared for hif 
journey, being extreamly pleafed with the entertainment bo fomiM 
this place, fo that he burft out a fmging in his chamber :

Now whilft be was fingiog the laft wordf, he heard a great noife wtth • 
int» and loofcio|; oat of the window, he faw leveral that belonged 10 
lie Hoafe-of-Mirth, who bad befet the Houfe-of-Mourning, and de« 
anaaded to have the man delivered to them, chat came in there the hft 
aigbc This pat Tender-confcience into no fmall fright, fo that he fell 
to prayer I and behold three Shining-Ones appeared to him, and bid 
bim bo of good cheer, for they woald delircr him out of his enemiea 
luuids I then one of them breathed on him, iaying, Bi them changid^ 
ind he wai immediately transformed, and liecame a new creatare, and 
his lace, which before looked meager and pale, now becaoM rnddy and 
Buniog, bb eyes fparkling like diamonds, fo that thofe that had (een 
him befeic, coald not know bim now. ^ The fecond prefensed him with 
a white robe, whereas before he was in a crimfon-coloar*d garment. 
Tbe third alfo fet a mark on bis forehead, ^ving bim fach a roll, with 
a leal opoa it, as Chriftianbad given to him 1 fo* the three Shining* 
Ones pronoonced a blcffin^ on bim, and bid him eo away in peace, for 
tliat no evil fhonld befU bim. Then Tender-confcienoe acquainted tlio 
■wtroils with what bad happened to him, and taking his leave of them, 
went boldly oat with his cratch in bis band, and pafled through the 
midil of the liers-in-wait, and no man knew bim, or had power to fay 
to bim. Who art thpu f But departed from them in peace, as the Shine- 
iDg-(^es liad foretold bim. 

Then 1 (aw in mj dream, that Tender-eonicience walked a great 
pace, dO he was out of fight of the bouie, and of the liers-in-wait % 
lor tilt biui ftill (bme dread remainiag opon liimi which fpurred him on 
to hailen out of their reach ; Thus he walked till he came to the foot 
of the hill Difficolty, and having drank nothing that day, he flooped 
down and drank of the fpring that ran by the bottom of the hill. 
Then he lat down awhile, and confider*d which way to go ; for there 
were three paths, one right op the hill, and the other two went round 
by the bottom of the hill to the right-hand and to the left. That 
path which %veat ftraight ap the hill, was very fteep and cragged ; and 
that which went loand the bottom on the left-hSuid was broad aad 
lyen, carioafly (haded with rows of trees on each fide, and the fpring 
wteding along by the path*fide, which was \tvf plealant and inviting : 
Again, that 00 the rijjht^hand was fmooth and even, (hady and plot- 
fiint; and feemed to wmd about upwards. So that Tender-coafcienct 
tliinkiQg this path woald bring him to the top of the hill, as well as 
d^ deep one, he made choice of it s Now the name of this path was 
Danger, and tiie name of the other on the left-hand was Defiruflion. 
80 he went on in tbe path of Danger, which brought him up round 
by the fide of the hill into a great wood, which he entered, the path 
mding bim thro* the midaie of the wood t now the wood fibemcd 
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Teiy pleaCiiit aod delightfol tt the firft cfitrance, for Ae birds fiogiif 
in the trees, and the winds ruBiiug the leaves^ made a very (wect bar* 
tnony, and the path was green and fmooth ; bat as he walked farther 
in, the trees over-ibadowed it, and flood fo thick, that it ieem*d dark 
and difmal ; moreover he heard the howltngs and roaringf of wiU 
beads : For the wood was infefted with wolves, bears, leopards, dia- 
gons, and other fierce creatures of prey, which made Tender- confcieicr 
to tremble for fear, and his heart failed him, fo that be immed^^ 
returned again by the fame way by which he came in, and ran ai iil 
as he could, till he got clear back aeain ost of the wood i and tM 
be (lickenM his pace by degrees » till at length he came to the fmte 
at the bottom of the hill Difficolty, and there he fat down agam W 
confider which way to go, or what coarfe to take. At length, ififf 
much mufing, he called to mind that faying, Narrow is the wMjikit 
had* to lifit Mftd frw thtn h$ that find it. And again. Broad it tit 
nuay that leadt to dgath^ and many thtrt hg that enter in thereiti, So 
he viewed that path that led diredly up the hill, and it was ezceediag 
narrow, and the other two paths that went round by the bottojB^iwe 
very broad. Upon which he prefently concluded, that he ronfl ttkc 
the fteep and narrow path, how difficult foever it feemed to flefli sad 
blood. So he went panting and gaping for breath, fo tireibme was dMJK 
way I and by that time he had gone up half way the hill, he was Terj 
much fpent, and grew fo faint and giddy, by r^lbii of the m^ 
height and fteepnefs of the afcent, that he was ready to tumble lowp 
backwards again.

Now I (aw in my dream, 

that the room where they fat was pure alaballer, and did let in certoin 

iky-lights at the top, ^hich gave Tender- confcience a view of many 

rare pieces ot antiquity cut out of the rock. ^ There

without feeing death \ oi ^oa\^, yiV^ '^(^sk ia. \ngbjks«l «ad twenty 
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Mn bdilcling the ark» for the faving his houfhold, and vM kinds o( 
iiviDg creatures. There was alfo the reprefentatioh of Abraham, whd 
when he was called, obeyed God, to go out into a place, which hd 
Ihould afterwards receive for inheritance, and he went out, not know- 
log whither he went. There was alfo reprefented, how by faith hd 
iix}de in the latid of promife, as in a ftrange country, as one that dwelt 
o tents with Ifaac aid Jacob, heirs with him of the fame promiie : 
?or they looked for a city haviag a foundation, whofe builder and 
Qtker la God. All thefe men lived in faith, believing the promifes^ 
ind receiving them thankfullyi confeffing they were pifgrims and 
bangers on earth % for they that fay fuch things* declare plainly, that 
iliey fcek another coantry* For if they had been mindful of their own 
soontry from whence they came oat, they had leifure ro have returned : 
But they defired a better, that it, an heavenly one t wherefore God it 
aot ilhamed to be called their God, and hath prepared for them a city; 
Now, as Tender-con fcience vins greatly pleafed, and maeh comforted 
with the iight and confideratioo of thefe things i fo he looked farther^ 
and there he faw the reprefentation of Abraham offering up Ifaac (td 
whem it was faid, In Ifamc fiall thy fad hi called J and of ifaac blef-^ 
fing Jacob and Efau ; and of Jacob bkffing his fons, the twelve pa-' * 
triarcht. Then he looked on that iide of the room which was oppoiicc 
to the entrance of the cave, and there was reprefented in alabafter- 
work, how Mofcs, when he came to age, refused to be caliM the (on of 
Pharaoh^s daughter i choofing rather to fuffer adverfity with the people 
of God, than to enjoy the pleafures of fin for a< feafon : And how he 
fbribok Egypt, not fearing the king*8 wrath, but regarding him that it 
invifible : And how he led the people of Ifrael thro* the Red-Sea as on 
dryland, which the Egyptiant attempting to do, were all drowned. 
And how the walls of Jericho fell down at the found of their ramt 
horns. Many more things were there reprefented, as the famous a^ts 
oF Jofhua, Gideon, Baruc, Sampfon, and Jephcha, alfo of David, Sa-' 
inBel,and the prophets; who through faith fubdued kingdoms, wrought 
righteoufnefs, obtained the promifes, flopped the mouths of lions, 
^aenched the violence of fire, efcaped the edge of the fword i of weak 
were made flrong, waxed valiant in battle* curnM to flight. the armies 
of aliens. And of others who had been tried by cruel mockings and 
fconrgingi, by bonds and imprifonments, who were (loned and hewn 
nfnnder, temj^ted and ilain, wandring up and down in (heep ikins and 
goat-fkint. being deflituted, afHidled, tormented^ whom the world was 
not worthy of; they wandered in wilderneiTes and mountains, in dent 
.and caves of the earth ; and thefe all thro* faith, having obtaiA;;d a 
good report, and received the promifes. 

The whole room where they fat wat adorned ronnd with fuch kind 
of figures at thefe ; which Tender-con fcience viewM with a great deal 
of delight I and he took courage from thefe glorious patterns : His 
fpirit which before languifhed, now began to revive and flout i{li^lO\vx

Then Good-rcfolotion feeing Tender-confcience fo migltfilf ttUU 
with the things he had feen, told him, That he had yet greaier thiratiM 
thefe to fiiew him, fack at would oVn ravifh hit foal with joy to beholi 
So he had him out of chat toom, by a long entry or pailagt cut out if 
the rock» and full of iky-iighti that were let in at the top, and hRwdC 
him to another cave, where dwelt a man mimed ContempIatioB: tat 
man fat ftill in a chair of pure diamond, mnfing and filenc» neither ttl 
they any thine to him, or he to them ; but juft as he faw then cntffi 
he drew back a curtain which hung before the £artheft part of dtt 
room, and veiled half the room ; fo that when any one casie in firf; 
he could not fee what was in the farther part of the room, fifat fo (boa 
as the man Contemplation had, with a ftrmg, which heboid inUihandi 
drawn back the curtain, what a goodly and glorious fight,4i^^||Cherel 
How dazzling were the things that there prefentcd themfelveif For 
that part of the room was fo contrived, that by letting in a certain kf^ 
light from the roof of the cave, your eyes were immediately fmrpriiiEki 
with a thoufand fplendon, that part of the cave being all an entire 
rock of diamond, yet fo artificially polifhed, that by the reflexion oi 
the fun-beams, it reprefented to you a moft glorious city, whofe flfccti 
were paved with pure gold, and the walls of precious ftonea, the iahf 
bitants walking up and down in long robes, and glittering like the ftaii. 
Alfo it reprefented the king of that place, fitting on a throne of gloiyi 
a fiery flream iiTuing from before him, where thoufaads of thoufaodi 
miniilred unto him, and ten thoufand times ten thoufand itooi, befoff 
him, whofe faces were like the lightning, their eyet like lamps of fiiVi

t^ the hiU. Then Good-refolation made anfwer. If the bare fight of 

tkth glorious things has wrought fuch a wonderful effed upon yon, how 

KBudi greater influence may be expelled from the mature coafideration 

mad application of them ? If the bare ^ew of the landfchape be fo 

HJUmftntt how mQch more delightful will it be to think, that the city 

Khera lep'refented, is the place whither you are going i and that you 

fliall live there for ever^ and be cloathM and crown'd with robes and 

Cfowns of endlefs glory ? But I muft warn yon of oae thing that will 

kni^n CO yott a little after your departure from this palace, aa it does 

ufaally happen to all pilgrims who nave feen the glorious things of this 

cave; For left they ihould be exalted above meafure, thro* the abundance 

of Revelations, there is generally given unto them a thorn in the flelh, 

a miniftcr of iaun, to buflFet them, becanfe they ihould not be exalted 

above meafure. And thus it is like to befal you, when you are gone 

linom thu place : Now, to the end you may not be diftiearten'd when 

Ais thing comet to pafs, I tell, you of it now, that being forewarned, 

70a may alfo be fore-armM i and I exhort you to have always in your 

mind the fanyous examples of thefe worthies which you fee reprefented 

before yoor eyes, who ftemmed the tide of wordly croiTes and perfe- 

qitions, ftood the brunt of all naanner of temptations, *till having at 

laft weatherM the point, and got the ftart of the world, the fteih, and

Then Good-refolution, after the repaft was over, refri;iir'4 h>a counfels 

to Tende^Gonfcience, and told him what hou&s and imii he ftaiuld ufe 

thereabout in his way, and what he (hoold refufe and avoid, adding

My 
kode ftands not far from this place, and if you will accept of my oder, 
I will be your guide to my habitation. 

Tender-conlT Sir, I muft confefs your civility is very acceptable to 
me, and very feafonable at this time ; for indeed I am pretty well beat 
Dut with travel, and befides, it grows towards niglit ; therefore^ if 
you pleafe, I will go along with yon. 

So they went along together, and the old man had him through a

der-cohfcience, bidding him drink it oflF; fo he did accordingly, aal 
prefentlj he was intoxicated therevi^ith, and began to dally with Mn. 
Wantonnefs, at which the lady Intehiperance» and her huftiand Carail- 
iecarity {eem*d not to be difpleasM, bat rather to encourage him, hf 
giving him another cup full of the juiee of the grapes, which 910M 
io mightily upon his weak head, that having tambM and dallied awbHe 
wiih Mis. Wantoiineft on a bank of fweet flowen, at length he fcS 
afleep jn the arm of Mcs. Forgetfulneft. Then they canard mm to be 
carried into the palace by two of their fervants^ and laid on a fofit bed 
in the beft chamber of the whole hoafe, refolving, if poffible, to wia 
him by all means to urry with them» and not go forward oahu jom- 
ney. To this end they prepared an excellent concert of mofick, wbe 
were planted oat of fight of the bed whereon Tender-confdenee lay, 
yet fo as they might be heard as plain u tho* they bad been by lus bed- 
fide» bat coold not be feen by him, if he fiiould awake oat of w fleep: 
And they wjere order*d to play the fweeteft airs and moft uelodioai 
tunes their att could furnith them with, all the while be was aflcqp; 
and likewife to keep on playing, if lie fhould chance to awake. For 
k was the nature of thefe grapes, of whofe liquor he had drank lb 
plentifully, to make fome people fleep many years together, others to 
deep all their life-time ; and very few had the power to awaken, efp^ 
cially in any (hort time ; and it was the natnre of the mufick to create 
. dreams in them that (lept, pleafant, delightful, and inchanting dream 1 
And thofe who died deeping, were carried out of the palace to a cer- 
tain place, where they were tumbled into the lake of DeHruftion, which 
lake is at the end of the path which led to the left-hand, at the bot- 
tom of the hill Difficulty. It it a bumicg lake, and has burned from 
the beginning of the world, and will do for ever and ever. Now tbii 
was the end of thofe poor wretches, who being fed need to the houie 
of Carnal- fecurity, and having drunk of the wine of intemperance, 
and commie c^d folly with Wantonnefs, at length fell afleep with For- 
getfulDcfs ; who, if they die fleeping, are forthwith caft into the bnrn- 
jng lake, luhieh is the /econd death. 

Now it came to pafs, that tho* Tender-confcience flept a great while, 
being lulled by the found of fuch incomparable melody ; yet thef 
having not taken notice of his flrong crutch which he had in his hand, 
nor knowing its fecret and wonderful virtues, did not remove it from 
htxn ; by wnich means ht at length awoke from his fleep, rcNaiag 
himklf up, and wondering from whence all this delicious harmony 
fhould come. For his crutch being in his hand all the while he flept, 
at length, as he went to turn himielr in his fleep, he hit himfelf a blow on 
the eyes with his crutch, which awakened him. Then he began to 
wonder, as 1 faid,where he was, and how he came there, and what mufick 
that was. At length he called to mind, how an old man had invited 
him into his houfe very kindly, and how his lady had given him. of her 
f^iac to driak, and how he haddaUkd'^iCki^ltu Waatonnefsi but hi 
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could not call to mind bow he came apon cliit bed, bst concluded tbat 
he had beeo drunk, and fo brought into the palace i and with thit 
thought, and the pldifant harmony of the mufick, he v»as juft ready to 
h\\ afleep again« but that at the fame inftant there came fuch a terrible 
clap of thunder, as was almoft enough to have awaked the very dead. 
At this his heart quaked within him, and the mufick ceafed playing* • 
So be urofe from his bed, and looking out at the windows, he faw 
the air extreamly darkaed, faving only fome intervals of lightning, 
which, accompanied with thunder, feemed to threaten the deftrudion 
.of the world. Poor Tender-confcience wept bitterly when he perceived 
foch a dreadful tempeft hanging over his head, and he in a ftringc 
place, not half way his journey ; this made him very meUncholly aud 
penfive, and he burft out into thefe mournful exprefCont by himfelf. 

Wretch that I am, what will become of me f Where (hall I hide 
mjff^If from the fierce anger of the Lord, or how (hall I efcape his 
heairv difjpleafure ? I doubt I have done amifs in coming to this place, 
and fleepmg away my precious time, which is the reafon that God is 
angry, and thunders in the ears of my foul : Horror and confiufion flafli 
thro* my conidence like lightning : I know not what to do, nor where 
to turn mv foce for comfort. Then he looked for his crutch, and 
coold not nnd it at firft, which made him lament wry grievoufly ; but 
mt laft he bethought himfelf of the bed wherein he flept, fo he ran thi. 
ther, and there he found itf to his no fmall comfort and joy. Then 
he prepared himfelf to go down fiairs, but juft u he was about to go 
from the window where he ftood, there came another clap of thunder, 
which made the very houfe to (hake, and after the thunder he heard a 
▼oice whifpering him in the ear, and (aying. Git tbee •la of this place, 
and hivsari of tbi nvoMum mfiib tin gMin cub in her hand^ and of all ^ 
ibmi Mngiii unto bcr^ for btr wuajfs an the ways of dcatb : tin m 
no§rtf icft a noorfo tbing come npon tta. This made poor Tender*con- 
fdence to tremble afrelh, fo that the joints of his knees fmote one 
i^ainft another, and he haftcd to go down ftsirs ; at which the mufick 
began to play again fo fweetly, that he had much ado to leave it. fiut 
lemembring the thunder and lightning, and the voice he heard, he went 
lefolutely down ; and, as he was going thro* the hall, he (aw the table 
fpread with all manner of dainties, and heatd the voices of the young 
men and maidens, as he thought, finging deliciouily, which made him 
again ftand ftill awhile to liften to their mufick. Then came one to 
him nanud Mr. Gluttony, and defired him to fit down, and cat what 
liked him beil, telling him withal. That the estertainment he faw 
there before his eyes, was prepared on purpofe for pilgrims i and how 
that many' that were travelling toward the city of Sion, did call in 
here, and partake of the dainties this pUcc afforded, it being built for 
the eafe and pleafure of pilgrims. Then the young men and maidens 
ieconded Mr. Gluttony in their fong, while fcveral uiftruments of mu* 
fick played to them in concert 1 and this was their fong :

This was enoagh to htve ftagger*d a (looter man tbao Tsfidter-cnk 
fcicnce, and he himfelf could not have refilled fo powerful a temftl- 
lion, had it not been for the remembrance of the thunder and Ue 
Yoice : Alfo he called to mind that faying of the holy Jefat» f# iilk 
nnill of my beanstnly fatbttf is hotb my meat and mj drink. So he tnniel 
away trom Mr. Gluttonv, and went apace one of the hall, withqat 

fiving him one word, tW he followed him, and intreated him to fie. 
own, and make merry with the good cheer that was before htm. 
Then old Carnal-fecurity met him at the hall-door, which opened inn 
the inner coart of the palace, and took him by the hand, a&ing him, 
Whither he was going in fuch haile ? 

Tender-conf. To whom Tender-confcience replied, I tm going fef' 
ward on my journey. 

Carnal-fecu. Aye, bot tarry and eat iirft. for you have a loDg wif 
to walk, before yon find another hoafe ; and therefore it it not conr^ 
nient for you to go out failing from hence, left you Aiint by the war. 

Tendcr-couf. It is written, Man livts not iy hr§ad ahm^ but ij 
ivtry word that proceeditb out of tbt moutb of God, 

Carnal-fecu. That is not applicable to your cafe, you mnft aot tt* 
pe^ to be fed by miracles ; meat and drink are appointed for the fup- 
port of our frail bodies, and therefore it is a foolim precifeneft to to^ 
ilaiR from eating, when we have abfolute need of it. 

Tender-conf. Aye, but I have no fuch abfolute need of eatisg of 
drinking either, at this time, it being early in the morning i I hiie 
read in a certain book thus ; Woe be to tbee, O land, nvben tby frktii 
eat in the morning ; but bleffed is tbe landwbofe primes eat in tbt kt 
Jtafon for rtfrtjbment, and not for riotoufnefs. 

Carnal-fccu. Neither is this faying any-ways applicable to yoni for 
you arc no prince, but a poor pilgrim, and this is fpoken altogether of 
princes. 

I'tnder-conf. Yes, I am a prince, and am going to take poiKffioi 
of my crown and kingdom : For we are made kings and priaces, and 
pricds unto God, and we fhnll reign with him for everi and therefore 
ceafe to perfuade me in this manner, or to retard my journey, fori will 
go on in the flrength of the Lord my God. 

Carnal'fccu. Well, fioce you are fo obflinate, that you will aot 
hearken to my counfel in this point, pray be advifed to drink behie 
yon go, at yonder vine, where you fee the grapes hang fo thick and 
plump. 

Tender-conf. No ; neither will I drink in this place ; for I remembei 
J^oiv I drank of the )mce of lUoCe fital grapes, and they intoxicated

tkCp b that I committed folly with Mrs. Wantonnefi, and (lept away 
ny titfiCy when I flioold have beeo going forward on my journey ; and 
[ belicvt you hare a defijgn upon me to make me drank again, or elfe 
roo would not prefs me fohard. 

Now by thii time, at they went on talking together, they came to a 
ibantain of water clear as cryftal, and Mrs. Wantonnefs was bathing 
derfelf in the fountain, who when (he faw Tender-confcience coming 
mit of the coort with her fatheri ihe ran out of the fountain, nal^ei. 
u flie waa, and embraced him, and prayed him to tarry awhile longer.^ 
This was a grievous temptation, and he knew not how to refift it, for 
Ihe nfed fuch alluring arts, and fawning tricks, as had almoft con<« 
^oered him s but at length, calling to mind the terrible thundring and 
h|htning, with the voice which followed them, he fnddenly fprang out 
of her arms, and ran away as faft as he could ; neither did he flop till 
he came out of the outermoft gate of the palace, and till he was got 
into the highway again, where Carnal-fecnrity firft feduced him.

At length he came to the place where the lions lay, who began to 
foar at the fight of him, which put him into a great fright ; fo that h« 
Hftood fliU at Irft, but calling to mind .what he had feen in the cave of 
Good-refolutioD, concerning the dangers which thofe brave worthiel 
had encountered and overcome, he took courage, and went boldly on 
hit way, brandifliing his crutch toward the lions ; at which they im-' 
siediaiely ceafed their roaring, and lay fiili while he paffed by, and 
came up to the gate of the place called Beautiful, where the porter 
fU)od ready to receive him i but firft he examined from whenee ha 
came, and whither he was going ? 

Tender-conf. Sir, I am come from the Valley-of-Deftrttdtioo, and 
am going toward the holy Sion, or heavenly jerufalem. 

Porter* But did you come in by the Wicket-gate, which is at the 
head of the way of Life ? 

Tender-conf. Yes, fir, and was direfied by one Good-will who 
kept that gate, to Call at the houie of the Interpreter. 

Porter. Let me fee your pafs, that I may fhew it to one of the vir- 
gins; who, if ihe be fatisfy'd in your truth, will r^cei^e yoU hofpitably, 
and (hew you the civilities of this hou(e. 

So Tcader-confcience pulled out his pals, and gate it toWatchful 
the porter, who immediately rang n little bell^ at which the virgin 
Difcretion came out, and the poc|^. tdd her what Teoidet<Qcsa(ckv<.4 
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wai, and whither he was going ; withal, giving her the InterprMer^ 
paffl to ready which, when flie had perofed, and marked the (eal, fta 
defired him to walk in. So fhe had him to the hall, and there came 
to him. Prudence, Piety, and Charity, and welcomed him to the hooif, 
ind brought him a litde wine and a few ^gs, to refrefli himfelf at pr^ 
fent, till dinner (hould be ready i for they fuppofed him to be wcaijr 
and fpent, in getting up the hill Difficulty, not knowing that he hal 
taken a long red and fleep in the honfe of Carnal-fecarity. But he vo- 
luntarily told them how he mft with an eld man, as foen as hewn 
pad the (lage on the top of the hill, v;ho invited him into his heilei 
which, faia he, is a ftately palace on the left-hand of the high read: 
So he told them all that happened to him in that place, and how Iw 
was forced at laft to take op his heels, and run away from Mia. Wii» 
tenneis. 

Then Piety defired to know his name, and he told her^ rayiDg, If; 
name is Tender-^onfcience. 

Well, fays (he, Tender-confdence, You have efcapM one of dw 
created dangers on the road : For the old man who entic*d yon iflto 
his houfe, is called Camal-fecority, and his wife is the lady Xjatemperance, 
who is always to be feen with a golden cop in her hand, fiiu of ei* 
chantments, whereby ihe intoxicates thofe that drink oat of it. 

Tender-Gonf. Aye, fays Tender-confcience, I believe that wa» tbi 
lady who gave me the juice of grapes to drink oat of si golden cup, 
when we were entring the fecond court. 

Piety. And did not you fee her two daughters, Mrs. Wantonodii 
and Mrs. Forgetful nefs, 

Tender-conf. I know not their names, (aid he, but I faw two bessti- 
ful young damfels, waiting upon the lady Intemperance ; and I, beiig 
overcome with the flrength of the wine, fell to dallying with Me of 
theroi till at length I fell afleep in the other's arms. 

Piety. Thefe are the fame I mean, and they ufe to bewitch nea to 
delirudlion, if once they are within their arms, efpecially if they fill 
adeep therein. But how could you get away from them again f For 
they ufe to have fo many tricks and artifices to tntangle thofe ditt 
come once within their doors, that not one in ten gets out of their dutdNi 
without fufFering feme great damage. 

Tender conf. Oh, faid he, 1 tarried talking and arguing the ctfc 
with the old man fn long, that I almoft lofl the day 3 for as we wot 
diicourfing together, his daughter came out of a fountain flark naked, 
and embraced me, ufing all the enticing wgrds imaginable, to hinder 
my going away 1 but I finding myfelf not able to llruggle, or refift ib 
powerful a temptation, on a fudden gave a fpring ont of her arm^ vA 
ran away as faft as I could drive. 

Piety. In this I commend your condufl ; for tho* it be faid, JtM 

the ile*vii, and hi nfoill fit fr%m y§m ; yet it is to be anderftood of ouer 

teraptatiops. For when any one is tempted to unchafte, ox lafciviofli 

adlions, there is no time for difputing. A reielote and fpemly fiighl ii 

i ihe only tvay to fecute iht Vv^u^. TV^t CquI oiay fiand the mak 
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adverfities, perfecationi, crofles and the like ; but pleafarei 
fabdu^jd by retreating from them* Ht that fuchts fitch Jhall 
d^ fays the Wife-Man ; And he th^t ftands capitulating with 
Nations $f uncieamu/i is in danger te fall. The foul, like wax, 
ed by cold and dormy weather ; bat in the fan-dune of profpe- 
d the heat of Infts, he melts and becomes effeminate and yield- 
'herefore well faid one of old. Flee ynthful lujts^ which war 
fb€ Jeuli he does not fay, ibnd and face them, and refill them» 
them, avoid them as a plague, rnn away from thera. It it in 

free the fame in that common vice which this age does fo much^ 
lamefuUy abound in, I mean exceflivc drinking : Men think 
ty lafely venture into company, without being obliged do drink, 
en they are in company, they think they may drink a little, 
: doine themfelves any harm ; not confidering, that that little 
K embolden 'em to venture on more ; every glafs they pour 
depriving them of fo much of their refolution and ftrength to 
and when they come to be doubtful, whether they fluU let this 
s more go down, they throw down the fenfe of their foul, their 
and expofe her to be polluted by the height of debauehery and 
tting into their unguarded breafts, a flood .of vain paflions, with 
>erfluity of drink : Thus by little and little the poor foul comet 
^ to fttiFer (hipwreck. In fuch a cafe, the only remedy is, to 
rfl occafions and temptatJonS| to flop the avenues of the foaU 
»uard upon the fenfes, and reftrain the imi^naiion within ita 
mi.ts. A man ought not fo much as to fancy that company 
or delightful, by keeping of which he runs the hazard of hit 
alth. Much lefs o&ght he to follow them, and court them : 
ich better to be thought ill-natur'd, and uncomplaifant to 
than to be really fo to one*s felf, by ruining raylelf to oblige 
laintance. 

ity. There are fome fouls that are naturally fo afiable and 
IS, fo foft and pliant, that they comply oftentimes with company, 
ro* flexiblenefs and fweetnefs of their own difpeficion, than out 
eal inclination to debauchery ; nay, while they loath the drink^

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Here was no loud laughter to be heard, no offienfire or uafeemly jeb 
breached, but a moded chearfulnefs crowned the entertainment. Tb^ 
h^d plenty without riot, variety without extravagance } and Frogiliqr 
^nd Bounty feemed to hand in the diflies together. They are tQ Doa> 
fi(h nacure, not to pamper luft, or eloy the appetite^ and they nfe 
from the table li^htfome and well refreflied, having returned tMib 
to the fovereign giver of all good gifts, to the creator and preftrrer of 
all mankind^ for refrelhing them with his good ci^atoref* 

Then one of the virj^ins named Health, propofed to the compoji j 
that it would be convenient and nleafant to take the air in the gute J 
after dinner : To which they all readily confented, and Pi(ocdoi| I 
prudence^ Piety, Charity, and Temperance took Tender-conidcw 1 
along wiih *em unto a mount, which gave them a lovely profpcd o( I 
the country round about it. And there they fat down under the Inds 
of a broad-fpreading fycamorc, and fell afrefh into diiconrfe : Tender- 
confcience being defirous to learn the reafon of their living thos ii s 
iociety together, and to know the rule and oianner of their lUb) to 
whom Piety thus replied ; 

Piety. When we were young and lived at "home with oar insA^ 
we were d^iily expofed to innumerable vanities and fblliesy and ivere 
carried awa)^ with the flood of cuftoro : Yd being religkmfly iadiBcd 
from our childhood, we, by decrees, as we grew up, began to pow 
fick of our carnal education, and to defpife the vanities aim fboknciof 
the world I and fought for a place where we might be free from then, 
and where we might feive the Lord both night and day in aU botioeft 
and purity of life. So, after much enquiry, and diligent feard, st 
length we w^re informed, that a certain holy wonian, named Relisoo, 
had built her a hcufe in this place, and that (be being an efpecial hr 
vourite of the king of this country, was permitted to gather together 
a certain number of virgins, who were willing to renounce the world» 
and live in this retirement with her ; havioe a particular charter grsated 
them, whereby they (hould be for ever free from certain taxes, iip- 
pofls, and homages, on condition they would make it their bufinefi to 
obferve fuch laws and (latutes as the aforefaid lioly woman Religloa 
ihould prefcribe unto them, and to live in true obedience to her coo- 
ihahds all the days of their lives. Whereupon we were prefentljr ip< 
flamed with a fervent defire to fee this woman, and if pofl^ble, to come 
and live with her, (1 fpeak for us all, becaufe I have heard the reft of 
my companions here own the fame inclination as I myfelf b^ ;) fofS 
confulted no longer with ilejh and blood, but immediatly refolt^d to 
wait on her, and declare our intentions, hopine to find favour in htr 
eyes, and to be admitted into her fociety ; which we did accordingty* 
And having made her a vUit, and heard her heavenly voice, we were 
raviih*d more than ever, and grew impatient till we were taken ioto 
the houfe. At length our wifhes were fulfilled, our defires granted, ssd 
here we have lived ever Cnce, and would not change onr life for the 
whole world ; for this woman is of a fweet temper, and all her Itwi 
plcAisLnt I her yoke is tafv, «itvdbfit butden li|.ht. 

CWitt. 
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Clianty. Not that we condemn all thofe who do not live in fuch a 
fhite» or juft according to oar rules ; for without doubt many do live 
mixM with the left of the world, yet keep themfelves anf ported from 
Khe vices of the world ; but they are expoled to greater danger. They 
jruD the rifque of more temptations than we. For here one fpirit and 
fool (as it were) animates us all s holinefs and purity are all that we 
nim at^ and we mutually encourage one another, affitt one another, and 
forward one another in the pradice of it. We have no cares to imbitter 
us, nor vain pleafures -to debauch us ; we have no honours to tempt us 
to ambition, nor riches to make us covetous. All our ambition is to 
approve ourfelves blaraelefs in the fight of God ; and all the riches we 
covet, are thofe which never fade away, the gifts and graces of the 
Holy Ghoft. 

Tender-conf. But I fuppofe you have fome particular laws and rules, 
to which yon are obliged to conform yonrfelves, which I fhould be glad 
%o know. 

Piety. Yes, we have fo, and I will acquaint you with theroi in the 
)>eft manner I can. 

1. We are obliged to rife every morning before the fun, and then we 
join all tO|^her m prayer and praifes to the great God of heaven, 
thanking him for his paft bleffings, and imploring his favour and pro- 
tedion over us. 

2. Then every one goes to their proper bufinefs ; at belongs to their 
office, till the time of refrefhment, and fo again till dinner. 

|. We are obliged to entertain all pilgrims that are travelling toward ^ 
the heavenly country ; proyidjcd they ihew their pafs, or give fuch an 
account of themifelves, as may be thought equivalent. 

4. At the clofe of the day, we are obliged to join all again in prayer 
and praifes, at in the morning. 

5. We are obliged to keep and maintain the king*t armoury, and to 
furnifh all pilgrims with weapons and armour of proof agaihft all dan- 
gers and difafters whatfoever. 

Thefe are the general and moft important laws of our fociety ; but 
befides thefe, we have many particular rules of \tU note, tho* very 
igoodi and in a manner neceflaiy to our well-being : All which it would 
be too tedious to rehearfe. 

Temp. Only give me leave to infift upon the ftatute of moderation 
in eating and drinking, which we are dridtly charged to keep under fe- 
yere penalties, which i fuppofe you have forgot. 
^ Piety. It is true indeed, I had forgot to mention it, and am very 
glad of that forgetfnlaefs, fincc I have thereby given you an opportu- 
nity of difcoorfmg more at large upon that fubjed, who are belt able 
to do it, as being appointed the particular interpreter of this ftatute i 
therefore pray inform the pilgrim about it. 

Temperance. This ilatute of moderation in eating and drinking, is 
grounded on this coniideration : 

That Adam fell by eating the forbidden fruit s the firft fm that waa 
co^imitted in the world by mankind was by eating. Now« thoudit^ i 
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be not certain whether it proceeded fron fome natural conta|u»i in &e 
iruit which Adam did eat, or from the venomous breath of the ferpenti 
that recommended it to Eve, or from any other hidden caufe ; vet wc 
are fure that whereat Adam was before in the full perfedion of hamu 
nature, being the lively image of the glorions God ; his foal being fc^ 
full of the beams of eternal light, his underdanding clear and fercoe 
as the morning, his will f egalar and obedient to hia reafon, hit Mj 
in perfefl vigour and health, beauty and proportion, impaf&Ue and ia- 
ino:tal ; no foonerhadhe tailed the fatal morfel, bat a fbange alteri- 
tior: b?fe] him : The image of God was immediately defaced and U- 
litd, his loul ^ "^w dark and cloudy, his anderfianding and rcaibn be- 
came dull an': idivei and his wiU went retrograde ; in fiiort, all die 
faculties oi his foul were diflccated and disjointed. As for his body, it 
became weak and unhealthful. fubjeA to divers cafnalties, fickneflb^ 
and infirmities, and at lall to death itfelf. This was the cfFeA ot Int- 
gular eating. Nor did the mifchjcf r^fther^, botbis tranCpiitted it (o 
his pollerlty, conveying all thefe evil qualities of body and fool to \k 
children, whereby all the generations of men in the world are ooder 
the fame misfortunes, corrupted both in body and foul, conceived in £b, 
and brought forth in iniquity. But as if we were not unhappy enotjgb 
in this original depravation of our nature, the greateft part of mankipd 
endeavour to increafe the mifery, by their own adloal repetition, vA 
continual prafticc of the fame crime ; gluttony and drunkennefs rcftD- 
ing over the greateft part of the worid. This is the reafon nby the 
datute of moderation in eating and drinking is fo ftridly enjoined to fo- 
ciety ; and well it were if all the world would obfcrve it, then woold 
there be found minds in found bodies. 

Tender-conf, Wherein does this moderation in eating and driaking 
confill ? - . 

Temp. It confiils in bridling and regulating the appetite, as to die 
iquanticy and quality of meats and drinks. 

Tender-conf. Pray fhew me how it confifts in bridling the appeute 
as to quantity. 

Temp. It teaches ui to eat a ad drink no more at a time, nor no 
oftener in a day, t.han is requifite to preferve the body in health, tofaf- 
fice nature, and to refrefh the fpirit. It is a taming of the body, and 
bringing it into fubjedlion to the foul, fo that the inferior faculties may 
be fubfervient to the fuperior. 

Tender-conf. But how (hall a man know how much will eztdly 
ferve to keep the body in health, to fuffice natural and refrefh the fpi- 
rit, fmce there are as many different conilitutions in the world as there 
are fancies ? 

Temp. The way to know this, is for every one to obferve his own 
temper, and then they will quickly €nd out the true meafure, and pro- 
per time for eatmg and drinking. But take this for a general rale: 
That it is by all means convenient to rife from table with an appctitei 
and to have a mind, after a me/il, as well difpofed for labour, for ex* 
ercik, Of for prayer, ar» uvrf^L^b^toxt* ^« ^^\ ^<^\2^ dsinks beyond 
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Ais, breaks the rule of moderation ; for the end of eating and drink- 
mg is to refrefli nature, and make it more Yigorous and a^ive, and boc 
to render it dull and heavy. ,^ 

Tender-conf.. Pray tell me what good eftdts this moderation phN» 
duces in the foul, and how it works there ? 

Temp. Great certainly, and manifold are the benefits which re- 
donnd to the ibul| from the conftant pradiice of this moderation in eat- 
ing and drinking ; For tho* the foul be of itfelf an immortal and im.^ 
panible cflence, yet while it is joined with our mortal body, it partakes 
of all its cooTeniencies and inconveniencies : If the body be in pain.the 
ibul foffcrs with it» if the body feels pleafure, the foul enjoys it like* 
wife. Nay, rather 'tis the foul that alone is fenfible of every thing 
that happens to the body 1 for the body of itfelf is but dead and un- 
aflive matter, nncapable of fenfe or motion in itfelf 1 'tis the foul 
which gives life, motion^ and fenfe to it. Now therefore as the body 
is mahitain'd in health and vigour, fo does the foul flourifh and triuxnpli 
ivithin herfelf ; on the contrary, when the body is iickly and weak, 
;lie foul langoiflies by fympathy. He therefore that eats and drinks to 
ixcefsy and thereby cloys nis' ftomach, fills his body full of contagious 
lomoors, and fows the feed of many difeafes in his own bowels : This 
nan is no friend to his foul, for (he by this means grows dull and Aug- 
gi(h» dark and cloudy, fad and melancholy, and void of all pleafure 
and comfort : whereas, on the contrary, he that bridles his appetites, 
and eats and drinks no more, nor oftner than fufficei nature, and re« 
Freihes his fpirit, his foul is always lively and vigorous, fprightly as 
irooth, and ferene as the morning, full of light and comfort ; and, in a 
holy triumph, ihe often foars aloft, and bafks in the rays of eternal 
brightnefs, defpifing the world, and all that is in it, excepting her own 
tabernacle, which is always kept neat and clean, and therefore (ho 
ukes delight to repofe herfelf therein, when, like the eagle, (he is 
th-ed with her lofty flights. Our bodies are the temples of the Holy 
Ghoft, and he that pollutes them with riot and uncleannefs, is guilry of 
facrilepe. And therefore well (aid Solomon, Be mt a camfanhn tf 
moimSibbirs^ and riotous tattrs of Jltjhm 

Tender-conf. I thank you for your good and wholefome tslk : No«f 
pray (hew me how moderation in eating and drinking confiils iobridjing 
the appetite, as to the quality of meats, &c. '•■■^ 

Temp. In order to the better clearing up of this point, it is necef- 
fary to look back to Adam, who,* vve find, had permiflxon and leave 
given him to eat of all the fruits in the garden of Eden, but only ho 
was forbid to uile of the fruit of the tree of kaowledge of good and 
evil. And afterwards^ to intimate that God took an efpecial regard to> 
the qualities of man's food, he was told by God what forts ot fruits 
and herbs (hould be his diet, and which (hould be food for the beafts r 
Oi every herb bearing feed, and of every tree bearing fruit, he was 
allowed to eat : And the grais of the field was ajppointed for the beafts. 
Here we may obferve, that there was no menuon made as yet of fleti 
•r fi(h to be eaten, no not till after the flood i fo that many are of 
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opinion, tbat the fatheri before the flood did eat no manner of Bdbi 
and it is not improbable, that this wai the reafon of their living; (o veiy 
loqgp nothing more conducing to health and long life, than aa aicetick 
diet, that is, a diet of fruits, roots, and herbs, honey,, oil, &c. with* 
out flefh or fi(h. 

The firft time we read that God gave to man a licenfe to eat llelli, 

vai after the flood, when he blefled Noah and his fons, layin| oato 

them, Bi ye fruitful and muitiplf and rtpltntfi the earth % and thejm 

•f you^ and the dread •/ ycu /ball ke ufon every beaft pf the tMrth, 

and up9n every fyvoi of the air^ upeu all that mevetb ufen tk 

earthy and upon all the filhet of the Jea^ into your bands are they Alh 

tytred. Every moving thing that livetb Jhall he meeU for you, evio » 

the green herh have 1 given you all things ; hni flejb vaith the life tbtrh 

nf ^ihich is the blood thereof ^ you /ball not eat. So that yon may (ee y 

. that even in this firft licenfe to eat flefli, man was reftrained from eat' 

sng it with the blood, which reftraint was afterwards moie particolarlf 

confirmed in the law of Moles, when the tat was sUb 

Levit.ru- tit forbidden to be eaten in thefe words, Sfeak unto tk 

24. children of l/rael^ fe^ying^ Te Jball eat no mauur sf 

fatf of ox, offieep9 9r of goat, &c, which probibi- 

tion mud needs have regard to the quality of fat. And a little after- 

wards, there is a reparation made between the meats that were to bs 

eaten, and thofe that were not 1 between the cksa 

lev. xu 23. to and the unclean beads, birds, and fifties. Which law 

the end* was flridly obferved by the children of Ifrael throogh^ 

out their generations, and it is to this day: Now, 

li^^bout doubt, it was on the account of the difierent good or ill qosli- 

ties that refided in the flefh of thefe creatures, that fome were forbiddea, 

and others allowed. 

And though this law was abolilhed by the coming of Chrift, fet we 
find the apoilles in their council at Jerufalem, forbid the eatui( of 
things llrangled, and commanded the chriflians to abftain from blood. 
And in the lives of the apoflles, it ia recorded tbst 
J^s XV. 19,20. fome of them abftained mm all flefh, during theii 
lives. And not only the apoftles, .but other chriftiani 
in thofe days were abflemious, living chiefly upon herbs, or the like 
fubHance, as Paul wicneiTes in his epiule to the Corinthians. 

Upon the whole matter, we may conclude, that all this caution aod 
care about the diflereoce of meats from the beginning of the world to 
the flood, and from the flood to the giving of the Mofaick law, aad 
from thence to the times of the apollles of Jefus Chrifl, would not havi 
been, h^d there not been fome greater reafon for it, than barely li 
try mens obedience^or to furnifh them with emblems of virtue aod vke^ 
as fome hold. There mufl be fomething in the nature of living crea* 
tnrcs, fome different qualities, that occalioned one fort to be forbiddea 
and another allowed. And though we are not now obliged to keep thf 
law of Mofes^ yet I cannot find npon what grounds numy ChrifliaM 

take 
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ike the liberty to aft contrary to the ordinance of the apoftlf s of Chrii^, 
1 eating blood and thfngs ftrangled. 

Tender-conf. I remember I nave heard this point handled before fay 
9me difputants ; and to this laft part of yoar difcourfe it havbcen a'n« 
wer*d. that Jefu^ (aid, Kot ibat nJobiib gttb into a man dijhtb bimi 
mt thai which comttb out. And Paul (ays, To tbt pun all things org 
iuri. And he called the doflrinc ef» Touch not^ ia0§ not, han^ not, 
i dodrine of worldly elements, and beggarly rudiments. 

Difcretion. But then if that faying of Chrift be taken literally, one 
nay venture on all manner of venomous living creatures without danger 
Df hart. Without doubt, there ia a difcreet choice to be made in oar 
diet, as to the qaalities of the things we eat and drink, and every one 
in this is left to his own conduct ; only this general rule ought to 
be obferved, that we forbear eating and drinking fuch things as we 
iod by experience, or know by common obfervation to be> prejudicial 
:o l^alth, impediments of virtue and devotion, fpurs to vice and paf- 
ion, by intoxicating tlie brain, hcightning the blood, difordering the 
fpirits, or by any other ways being fubfervient to the works of the Heih, 
or the temptations of the devil. In fo doing we Oiall do well. 

Pruf'ence. And as to that faying of Paul, fo the pure ail things are 

fure I it may well be retorted, that the fame apeftie faid in another 

place, ^ Jll things are lanvfui to me, but all things 

mre not expedient : Jii things are iatufui for me. but * i Cor, vi. la. 

1 n»ill not be bronghi under the power of any thing. 

To which he immediately fubjoins thefe words, (Meats for the belly^ 

mud the heily for meats ; but she Lord /ball defiroy h^th it and themi) 

Mow by this coherence of the text it is plain, that he fpoke in reference 

to the liberty that was given to chriAians in eating \ (hewing, that 

tho* they were freed from the (Irid and pundual obfervation of the 

Mofaick law, according to the letter ; yet, that neverthclels, they were 

obliged by the law of prudence and chridian virtue, to make fuch an 

eledUon of meats, as might neither offend chaiity, nor interfere with 

the grand defign of religion, which is to make us more holy and pure, 

not more licentious and profane. ' 

Charity. Your mentioning the offence which may be given to Cha- 
rity, by diflblute libenioifm in eating, puts me in mind of another paf- 
fage of the fame apotlle, where he fays^ \ If meat 
make Vkj brother to offend (or be fcandaliz*d) / will f I Qer, viii* 
eat noflejk while the world fiandeth, left 1 gi*ve Jean- 15. 
dal to my brother. Certainly charity is the very flower 
and quinteflence of all chrilUan virtues, the particular glory of tha 
chtittian religion, and the fulfilling both the law and the prophets* 
He that pretends to chriftianity* and has not Charity, is an irfidel id 
mafquerade, a fpy upon the faith, a religious jnggler, a dead mimick 
of divine life : He runs with the hare and holds with the hcunds ; he 
mocks God, cheats man, and damns himfelf ; he is the very fink of 
fin, for inh|pa all the vices in the world difcmbogae themfelves, as in a 
common emun^ory. ^ But left I be miftakea by lhoC& v.tw&x W^ "^h^ 
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mt this cBarafier of a man that wanti clULntf, I will explain nyM 
more at large, and give yon a particular defcription of tbit radial 
virtoe. I do not mean by charity only, that branch of it which ben 
the fruiti of material good worki, in feeding the hnngry, giving disi 

rede 



CO tht thirlly, cloathing the naked, vificing and redeeming 
and captives, harbouring thofe that want a place to lay their &adl'il^ 
viiiting and relieving, comforting and healing the fick; and thelfa 
afls of mercy. Chanty it of a far larger and more fpiritnal mat 
than all thefe good works amount to : Nay, fome of them may be pr- 
form*d without charity, as good Paul witneffe8,when he (aya, ^ Timi 

I itfi§w all my fiodi t9 fad tbt foor^ mud tbmiil 
^ I Cor. xiiL 3. give my body to b$ iurrndf and bam n§i ebaritj^ if 

profittib mi notbing. In which words he fdaialy fop' 
pofes, that many outward good works may be done, and yet the doer 
of them may want charity : Therefore when I fpeak of cmirity, I an- 
derftand that divine accompliihment of the foul, which the fame apoftk 

in the following words defcribcs : -|- Cbarity fnJwA 
'\ I Cor.xiii. %. kng, and if kind i cbarity invittb not ; ebaritj *Qamt' 

itb —t itfttf\ is not pujed up ; datb not bibavt itfif 
unfeomiyi faketb not btr own } is not iofify provohdi tbimketb no ivfV; 
rejoiietb not in inifnity, but rtjoieotb in tbe truib ; bearotb all tkmt 
boliivetb all tbings^ bopotb all tbings, endurttb all things* Tkii it Ae 
compleat character of Charity, and he that makes it good in hb prsAke, 
is a perfeA chriftian, a believer in his trae colours, a champion of the 
faith, an Ifraelite indeed, in whom there is no guile, a living ftonc ia 
the temple of God. He runs with patience the race that is let before 
him I He pra^ices fobriety, righteoufnefs, and godlinefs toward God^ 
man, and bimfelf : His foul is the receptacle of goodneft, the center of 
piety, in which all virtues delight to inhabit. In all thinn bt 4iu a 
holy tendernefs, and afls even to the cnrioiity and nicenels of difiae 
love. Tho' his body dwells on earthy his foul lives in heaven 1 bl 
couches under the ihadow of the trees of paradife ; he breathes iai* 
mortal air, and often taftes of the fruit of the tree of life. 

Now to apply this to the fubje^ you have been handling : I fay, that a 
man endued with this divine and fapernatural gift of charity, at belofct 
God above all things, fo he loves his neighbour as himfelf, and will in sll 
things (b compofe himfelf, as to be void of offence both toward GOD aod 
man. He wUl (in all things indifferent) comply with the prepoffeffioas, 

prejudices, and culloms of his weak brother, % ^*'^ 
% t Cor. ix. 20. Jews be became as a Jeuo^ tbat he migbt win the 
21, 22. Jews : To tbem that are under tbe law^ as under the 

law, tbat be might gain tbem that are under tbe Invh 
7o them that are without law, as without law^ Citing not without 
law to Godf hut under the law to Chrifi) that be migbt gain them thet 
are without law : 7o the weak^ he wilt become ess weak^ tbmt be msj 
gain the weak : He made all things to all men, tbat bo emj means be me) 
faojc fome.

To this difcourfe of Charity the whole company aj^reed, and Ten- 
ier-confcience exprefled a more than ordinary fatisfaftion and compla- 
cency in her grave and moderate decifion of a controrerfy which he 
lid raifed. He had long been difturbed in his mind about this point, 
bat was now con?inced of the truth, and gave them all mofi; hearty 
thanks for their edifying difcourfe, making a particular acknowledg- 
ment and addreis to Charity for the evangelical conclusion. 

't*hen the virgin Temperance, who began this difcourfe of moderation 
in eating and drinking»and wbofe proper office it was to interpret and ex- 
poand that fbtute, called for two lamp»which were immediately brought 
D^ Obedience, one of the waiters. Now one of the lamps gave but a 
dim light, fo that you could hardly difcem whether it was burning or 
Dot. On the contrary, the other ihinM very bright and clear. Then 
raid Temperance. Yon fee the difference between thefe two lamps, 
liow the one affords but a weak faint light, and the other (beds her 
Warns round with great fplendor : The cryflals are both alike, but only 
mne of *em is fuUied and footed (as 1^ were) with fmoak and vapours, 
ahe other is cranfparent and clean. Thefe are emblems of moderation 
and riot in eating and drinking. The foul of man is a lamp, which 
will burn and fbine with great fplendor, if the body be kept clean and 
porified by temperance, abflinence and fading : But if a man by ex- 
ceffive eating and drinking does pollute and ilain his body, his 
fpirits (which are the crytlal of his foul) are clouded and thickned with 
vapours and fmoak, fo that he neither ihine s in good works to others, 
nor has much light to himfelf ; and if the light that*s in him be dark- 
neis, how great muft that darknefs be i 

Tender-eonf. Pray give me leave ta trouble yon with one qaeftkia 
more about falling, becaufe I think you mrntionM that juft now, aa 
•ne means to punfy and cleanfe the body, . and render it more inftru- 
mental to the operations of the foul. I defire to be informed what ex- 
ample you have of fafting in the Sciipture, and whether it be now re- 
quifice and profitable for a chriHian to fail^ and what are the proper 
efieas of it f 

Temp. It will be no trouble to me^ but, a delight to fatisfy you in 
this point, according to my ability, a* U^k. my office: Know theo^ 
that fafting is a practice frequently recommended in the book of God, 
and warranted by the example of fundry good and holy men : We read 
that Moies lifted forty days and forty nights in the mounuin ; and 
|hQ' no mention be madp of fiifiing before the flood, yet the lives of 
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men in that iofancy of the world, in all prohabillty wera a daSf M, 
or at leaft a continual abftinence from fleih. So that what aow feeoi 
(o grievous and troublefome a di(cipliDe,wai then peradveatoie eftcenui 
but a natural and univerfal diet, obferved by all mankind^ wberfbf 
thev prtfferved their body in an inviolable health and vigoar, prolongd 
their lives almoft to a thoufand years. But now, in theft latter agetof 
the world, the bodies of men are grown weaker, and men coaot tf 1 
heavy tafk to fafl once a month ; nay, once a year feems too mocA (br 
fome dainty coaftitutions. There were feveral occafions of iahl 
among the people of God in old timeu * There w 
* Lev xziii. a day of atonement commanded to be yearly obbv*4 
17, t8, 29, 30, by the Ifraelites, throughout their generation fir 
31,2 a. ever, in which day they were to faft and affliA tkdr 

foul from even to even. This was an annua] day of 
publick humiliation, enjoined to that people for ever. It was coflo- 
mary al/o to faft on any mournful occafion; and -t* David failed wIkb 
his child lay fick. And the men of Jabt^ Gileidt 
f 2 Sam, xii. fafted (even days when they buried the bones of Siil 
16, 17. and Jonathan his fon under a treeat Jabifli. Aadti \ 

X 2 Sam.xxxu foon as David heard the news of their death, hoA hi \ 
i|. and all the men that were with him, took hold of ' 

II 2 Sam. i. their doaths and rent them : || Jnd they moumti ni 
nuept^ and fafled until even^ for Saul^ and fee Jh 
nathan bh /en, and for ihe teefle ef the Lerd^ and for the beun #/ 
Jfrael^ becauje they were fallen by the ftjcord. Moreover, the people 
of llrael ufed to faft in time of any publick calamity, and not only they, 
buc other nations alfo, as the inhabitants of the great city of Nineveh, 
uhen the prophet Jonah foretold the deftruAioh of that ftately city 
ivould come to pafs in forty days, they preelamed a { fafi, and fet 
on faekciotbfrom the greateft of them even to the /iof: 
$ Jonah iii. For mord came unto the kini ofiiineveK and he ear^t 
5> 6, 7. fom his throne and laid hh roles afide^ eemerini bm- 

/elf with fackcloth^ and Jtttinv in a/hu. And ht 
iau/ed it to he proclaimed throughout Nineveh, (hy a deeree of tht ktH 
and his nobles) faying i Let neither man nor heaft^ herd nor flock tefl 
any thing % let them not feed^ nor drink water. 

But, befides thoie folemn and publick fafts, we read of fome pri- 
vate men who pradlifed it, as the prophet Daniel, ^ who fafted three 
full weeks, in which time he eat no pleafant breid, 
^ Daniel X. neither came flefh nor wine within his mouth. ADd 
2, 3. this faft of his was fo acceptable to God, that he ient 

one of the holy angels to him, and fainted him with 
the title of. A man greatly beloved, bidding him not to fear or be 
troubled : For, fays he, from the firft day that thou did/l fet thine bterl 
to vrderfand^ and to cha/lin thy/elf before God^ thy nvords mere htardt 
and 1 am come /or thy iMords, Flow 1 come to make thee under/land njuhat 
fhall hejal thy people in the latter dtvfs. And when he had thus oom- 
iorted and ftrergthened Daniel, he revealed to him roapy weaderfnl and 

fecret 
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fecret things tliat fiiould come to pafs. in the world. So that by thefe 
great favoers ihewed to Daniel, we may plainly fee bow acceptable rtr 
Jjgious failing is to God. Many more .examples of this kind might 
be produced oat of the Old Teftament ; but thefe may fuffice to (hew, 
that fading was a duty often pradlifed by the people of God, and by 
holy men under the law of Mofes. And the gofpel recommends it from 
the beginning to the end, by the examples of Chriil and John-the-Bap- 
tift, of Peter, Paul, and the reft of the holy apoftles» as well as by their 
counfels and exhortations, nothing more frequently inculcated than this 
duty of fafttng throughout the writings of the New Teftament. 

And without all doubt, it is now as requifite as ever it was ; (ince 
we are liable to the fame infirmities, expofed to the fame temptations, 
and befet with the fame dangers as the former chriftians were^ ngainft 
all which evils, fading is the proper remedy. Fading mortifies the 
body, and tames coocupifence 1 it quenches loft, and kindles devotion ; 
it is the handmaid of prayer, and the nurfe of meditation : It refines 
^-the underflanding, and fubdues the paflions ; it regulates the will, and 
/oblimates the whole man to a more fpiricual ftate of life. Jt is the life 
of angels, the animater of the foul, the great advantage of religion, 
the beft opportunity for retirements of devotion. Whillt the fmoak of 
carnal appetites is (upprefled and extinguifhed, the heart breaks forth 
with holy fears, till it be burning like the cherubim, and the moft ex« 
tafy'd order of pure find unpolluted fouls. Thefe are the proper and 
genuine effefls of religions and frequent fafiing, as.they can witnefs who 
make it their private pradic^. 

Tender-cenf. You have made me in love with fafting, by giving fo 
fair an account of it, and difcovering the good confequences of ic to 
the foul and body, and I am reiplved to make trial of it myfelf here- 
after } for in my opinion, as yon dcfcribe, it caufes a man to draw near 
unto God, while his foul, being by abftinence and fafting withdrawn (na 
it were) from the body, and aburadled from all out outward things, 
retires into herfelf, and in the fecret tabernacle within, flie fits under 
the (hadow of the divinity, and enjoys a more clofe communion and in- 
timate onion with God. 

When Tender-confcience had made an end of thefe words, he began 
to think of his journey ; and giving them all his thanks for the kind 
entertainment he had met with in this place, and efpecialiy for their edi- 
fying difcourfe, he rofe up to take his leave ; then they rofe up with 
him, and accompanied him to the armoury, which ftood by the gate, 
and there they armed him all over with armour and weapons of proof, 
as was the cuftom to do to all pilgrims, becaufe the reft of the journey 
was like to be more dangerous, the ways being infefted with thievea 
and robbers, with fons of Belial, and murderers, alio with fiends and 
devils. Alfo they gave hiro his pafs, which he had delivered to them 
at his firft coming thither ; now they had all fet their haods to it, to 
confirm and ftrengthen it the more ; bidding him be fure to have a care 
of it. So they condudted him to the gate, and wiihing him a prosperous 
joumef, he parted with tears in bis eyes. "* 
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Now I &w in my dreanii that Tendcr-confcience went forward t 

food pace, till he came to the brow of the hill, where the way led 
own into the Vallcy-of-Humiliation ; bat becanfe it was ftcep and 
dangerous going down, he was forced to ilacken hit pace, and lean hard 
upon hit ftrong cratch ; yet be was apt to flip, and could hardly flop 
himfelf from ranning, or rather tumbling down the hill ; but at lengtli, 
with much ado» he got fafe to the bottom^ and came to the Valley-of- 
Humiliation. Now all this valley wns a kind of a marihy boggy 
ground, and was at this time all over-flowed with water, fo that there 
was but one way to pafs thro* it with fafety, and that was over certain | 
planks faftened to flumps or pofts, and joined one to another, tliat ii, \ 
the end of one plank to the end of another, for it was but one plank*! 
breadth all the way, and that a vtrf narrow one. This fet of planki 
was called the bridge of Self-denial, and it reached quite over the Val- 
ley-of- Humiliation. Now the waters were very high, and touched the 
planks ; nay, in fome places they covered then fo, that a man coold 
hardly difcern his way. The fight of this dangerous and narrow bridge 
did not a little difcourage Tender-confcience ; but confidering that it 
grew toward night, lie was refolved to venture over it : So on he went 
courageoofly^ but with a ^try flow pace, becaufe of tho ezceediog 
narrownefs of the planks, which alio now and then would feem to 
yield and bend under him,which often put him in a fright,left they ihoold 
break, and he be drowned in the waters. And the more to encretfe 
his troubles, when he was got half way over, the air was all hung foil 
of nets and traps and gins, which were placed fo low, that a man could 
not walk upright, but he mufl be caught in fome of them ; thefe woe 
planted here by the prince of the power of the air, to catch foch pil- 
grims in as were high-minded, and walked with out-flretched bccks; 
therefore when Tender-cofcience perceived the danger that was fpread 
before him, he (looped down, and crept along upon his hands and 
knees, and fo he efcaped the nets and gins ; and he had this advantage 
moreover, that he could go fafler an this manner, and more fecurely 
withoot danger of tottering over on either fide of the planks into the 
water, as he was often like to do, when he walked upright. In this 
manner brawled he along, till he was almoil got over, when he (aff 
feveral boats making towards him on cither fide of the bridge, and in 
the boats there were men that rowed them, who hallooed and called 
after Tender-confcience, but he regarded them not : For he was afraid| 
leU they were fomci of the robbers or murderers which infefted that 
country, and therefore he kept on bis pace s but they rowed hard by 
him, and (hot feveral arrows at him, fome of wbica

conceit. Vain-glory, and Shame ; which lafl Iiappened tq let fly an ar- 
row, that woundc4 Tender-confcience (lightly in the cheek, fetching

Then I faw in my dream, that Tender^onfcienee enterM theVallef- 
the-Shadow-of-Death, and night overtook him, fo fhat his feet 
nbled in the dark, and he was ready to fall into the ditch, or the 

qaag, which were on each fide of the narrow way : But being in 
midll of fummer, the fun arofe within few hours, and fo he enjoyM 

day-light, whicb was exceeding comfortable to him, tho* he met 
h difmal and frightful objeAs % for the valley is of itfelf ystty dark, 
I ther6 hangs perpetually over it fuch black and thick clouds of con- 
ion, that what for them, and what for death, who fpreads his wings 
•r this valley, the fun gives "But a very dim and faint Kght here : 
t that which ihined at this time, feived to light Tender- confcience 
ng the hollow dreadful way, where he heard, as he went along, a 
itinual howling and yelling ; but at length he got clear of all, and 
ne to the end of the valley, even to the place where Chriftian faw 
od, bones, a(hes, and mangled bodies of men lying on the ground i 
: now they were buried, and a pillar was ere&ed in the place, as ft 
iding memorial of all the cruelties that were a6led by the tW9 
nts that lived in the cave hard by this place. There was an in- 
iption on the pillar alfo, giving an account of all the righteous blood 
t bad been ihed in the world on the fcore of religion, from AbePs to 
t dvy. There was alfo a fummary of all the bloody Sanguinary laws 
t had been enabled on that account by cruel tvrants, as Pharaoh, Ne- 
:hadnezar, Darius, Antiochus, Nero, &c. There was a i^elation of a 
man and her feven fons, that were all barbarotffly tormented withr'< 
luifite tortures, and afterwards put to death, beeaufe they would not 
e of (wine^ flefli, contrary to their confcience and 4he law of God ; 
the fame account alfo, a venerable old man called £lieaaar,wa8 cruelly 
urged to death, by the command of a tyrant. Many curious memo- ' 
Is were thcie engraven on this pillar, which Tendei-conlcience took 
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reat delight to reid. Now the name of the pillar it ViAotj^ tad 
iard by U» evea over-againlt the ca?e of the two giants, Pagutani 
Pope, there it another cave, wherein Tender-confcience iaw a middle 
aged man fitting, of a mild, grave, and venerable coantenancf, ud 
bit name was Reformation : Now ic wu this man*t charge to look^tcf 
thit pillar, and to fee that no irjur/ be done to it by the thieves id 
robbert that infeft that road, nor by any giant of the pope*t party ; kt 
he maintained a great army under ground, hit cave being of a vafl a* 
tent, and hit army uled iometimet to liTae out and commit great fpoik 
and ravages in the neighbouriog countriet. But now Reformation kept 
at (IrOsg a party at he, and bad at much room in hit cave to lodge 
them in, and fometimet they would go out and ikirmilh, fometimei 
come to a pitched battle, and then the. ground would be afreih ftrewM | 
with dead bodiet, and flained with bIo<2, till they were buried oot of 
the way. All thb Tender-confcience learned from one that came out 
of the cave of Reformation, and fell into difcouffe with him, telling 
thefe and many other mattert to him, at th;y Hood lalkiog by the pil- 
lar. At length the man having underftood that Tender-confcience came 
from the Valley-of-Deftrudion, and was going tq the heavenly JeniCb 
lem, wat very inquifitive after hit country, and the place of hit birtk: 
For, (jdd he, I have heard my ^ther fay, chat I wat born in that couft- 
try too, and brought from thence very young, and when myhtto

I hope not fo, for I am fure he had (lore of filver and 
gold about himi befides fome very rich jewels ; nay, I may fay, he car- 
Tied his whole eftate about him, fo that if he was robbed upon the 
ffoad^ he is utterly ruined and undone : I am very much coocerned ac 
this fad ncws^ and (hall not be at reft till I have enquired farther 
about it. Therefore, if you pleafe, let us haften to go forward on 
our journey, and it is ten to one, but I ihall be more particularly in- 
ibrmed of this matter by the way. I will only call two or three more 
friends of mine, who are very defirons to travel toward the heavenly 
country, and would be glad to take the opportunity of your good com- 
pany : So he ran into the cave, and called for Zealoos-mind, Weary- 
o*th*- World, Convert, and Yielding, who all came out to know what 
he would have. 

Zealous^mind. Have ! fays Zealous-mind, you may be fure, that 
*tis no hurt he would have, when Seck-troth calls us. 

Seek-truth. No, my friends, I call you for your good, I hope, and 
to fulfil you own wifhes ; for you have often told me how deiirous.you 
vrere to travel towards the heavenly Jerufalem, and now here is a man 
going that way, that would be glad of your company i for my part, I 
am refolved to go along with him, do as you pleafe. 

Weary-o'th'- World, And J, (aid Wcary-o'th'-World, for here's 
nothing in this country but trouble, vexation, cares, grief, and all man- 
ner of evil ; I would not tarry a d|iy longer in ic, if I might be a king: 
Come, let's be going. 

Convert. I burn with defire to go to that glorious place^ of which 
I have heard io many renowned things. I care not what hardihips I 
undergo, nor what torments I fuffer, provided 1 may get thither at 
laft. ^ 

Yielding. And for my part, I like your companies fo well, that I 
will go with you to the end of the worfcd with all my heart. For yoa 
talk fo wifely, and tell fuch pretty (lories, chat you have won my very 
heart ; I am ready to melt, when I hf jl Seek-truth difcourfe of fuch 
Urange things as are in the heavenly country, and tells his father's tra- 
vels from the Valley-of-DeftruAiony and how kindly he v<^$ eniertained 
by the way at fome eood houfes. 

Seek-truth. Well, ifjon are all agreed, come follow me, and I 
will bring you to the man that is now on his pilgrimage to Sion,' he 
Hands not far o(F from the cave's mouth, hard by the pillar of HiHory. 
So they all followed him by one confent, and went out of the cave,

Then they went on together till they came to a great wildernels, i 
where were feveral paths leadicg divers ways ; fo that had it not been - 
for Spiritual-man, (who alone knew the right way) they had waadered 
no doubt into fome dangerous parts or other, and had cither been de- 
voured by wild beafis, or%iken prifoners by fome cruel giaoo, wbofe 
caflles Hood in the remote corner of tbe wilderncff.

Spiritttal-man. You fee this altar of incenfe here perpetoaliy fmoak- 

ing and fending up doods of a fweec fmclling favour to heaven. Now 

the fraoak of this incenfe keeps off all fpirits and hobgoblins, and 

Che fire upon the altar keeps off all wild bealb. If then you would 

be frte from the danger of wild beafts, let every man take a ooal from 

the altar, and carry along with him ; and if he would be free from the 

fpirits and hobgoblins, let him take of the inciinfe tha^iir in the treafary 

t>f the fiilur, and carry it along with him, and as he travels thro* the 

wildemefs, let him often kindle a fire with a coal from the alur, and 

burn the incenfe therein, fo (hall he be proteAed from all evil. Let 

him awaken the fpirit of Prayer, and kindle true devotion in himfelf, 

bf making a good ufe of the grace of God : For the heart of a devout 

man, and one that fears God, is an alur of incenfe always fending up 

holy ejaculations, which are a fweet favour or perf^ffle before God. 

Sttch a man attrads the divine bleffing and protedlion. , 

Tender^conf. But how fhall a man pray i la form q^ without f 
With words, or in filence f 

Spiritual-man. That you may be the better fatisfied in this point, ' 
you ought to confider, that prayer u the fours difcourfe, or converia* 
tion with God. Now feeing that God knoweth all things, and difcern- 
eth the fecret thoughts of our hearts, it is a thing indif^rent in private 
prayer, whether we ufe words or not ; for the foul may difcourfe and 
converfe with God as well in filence as with words 1 nay, better lome- 
times, becaufe filence preferves her attention, and prevents wandering 
thoughts, whereas ^w hen the foul is occupied in verbal prayer, it often 
proves little better than lip-fervice ;'. as God complained of old. This 
pt9pU ftrife mi with their lipSy but their hearts are far from me. But 
liowever this filent or mental prayer is a gift which' all men are not ca- 
pable of. Some have not the recollection of fpirit, that compofednefs 
of mind as to pray in this manner \ and it is convenient that fuch mea 
ihoold ufe words. But whether they u(e % fet form or no, in private 
prayer, is not material ; only let me give Viis feafonable caution. That 
thoie who ufe extemporary prayer be carefiiV of committing any inde«> 
cency, by uttering improper expreiiions, vain repetitions, or ufing too 
many words, which muft needs by oiFenfive to the divine maJeHy, wha 
knows our necelfities before we declare them, and only reqiiires an 
humble and fervent application of our hearts to him for what we (land 
in need of. All the fine words in the world without this, all the rheto- 
rical fiouriflies, the elegant cadences, the fofteft periods wichoce this, 
are but founding brafs, and | tinkling cymbal in the ears of God ; and 
therefore good was the advice of Solomon, When tboU cmefi in the

4 Seck-truth. How!iflppy am I to light into foch good company I 
have been long fearcbing and cnqoiring into the nature and obiigatic 
of chriftian duties, and particolarly this of prayer, which pusolei 
good many well-meaning people ; but I never met with fo mach coo 
fort and fatisfaAion as now I have fonnd in your difcourfe. 

Weary*o'ch*-Wofld. I approve of what has been faid conceraii 
prayer s for I find fo many defe^ in the bed of my devotion, that 
have no heart to venture on vocal prayer at ibme times ; for if 
Ihottld, my heart would afterwards check m$, with putting an afto 
upon God, whilft in the midft of pafliooate words, and devout expR 
fions, my thoughts were employ*d clear another way, while my ton[| 
chatter*d like a magpie to God, and my heart was upon the devi 
ramble, darting a thoufand vain and idoltih thoughts, amidft the nn 
ferious and religious, the moft fervent and pious words of the wor 
I know not how it fares with other people, or what advantages th 
may find ; but for my part, fo long as I carry flelh and blood abi 
me, 1 cannot prefume to be free from diilrafUons, alienation of mi 
CDJdneA, indifference^ aTvd \ni^i\MAtvil\x^s^>n^^ ^nvc^vbl the cahs 
jnifiutes; the rooll lecoWe^ft^ feafoxA^ v.^x>c»VN«fc^ v^-^wi&bs 
foy mind to the duty I *m e«^»^^^ ^^* V^^^'^.^ ^xk\>Ms^ 
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immanity from fncli failings, when I elye the reins to my tongue, and 
fu^r my lips to prate over a mnltitode of formal words : For then I 
find it falls oot to me, as I have heard fay it does to muficians,' who by 
long accaftoming themfelves to play on any inftraments, at length get 
fach aliabit, that they can ran over the familiar tones, without mind- 
ing or giving attention to what they are doine« Not that I thereby 
condemn the ufe of vocal prayer, for without doubt it is expedient for 
fome people, and in a manner neceflary in the publick worihip of God, 
where many people are to join together in offering up the fame peti- 
tions, thankfgivings, interceffions, &c« which cannot be performed 
without a form of words, which are the only proper means of convey- 
ing our conceptions and thoughts one to another ; and confequently 
making eachH>ther fenfible what we all pray for, . In ihort, my judg- 
ment is. That it is all one, in refped to God*s hearing us, whether we 
ufe words or not, in publick or in private ; but for the fake of humaa 
neceffities, words are neceflary in publick, and a fervent applicatrbn 
of mind is abfolutely required both in publick and private, as the only 
efficacious means to render our prayers acceptable to the divifte ma« "^ 
jefty. 

Then I^heard in my dream, that as they walked along the wilder- 
nefs,- the wild beafts roared, and fent forth hideout noiies, which put 
fome of them into no fmall diforder and conflernation ; but the reft, 
who had more courage, heartened them on.

Yielding. Sir, I thought by the defcription that had been given me 
of the heavenly Jeraialem, that this had been the very place indeed, 
but now you have Satisfied me to the contrary*

and gathered a rabble about them ; n-ty, fome of the graver fort threw 
dire upon them as rhey went by their doora^ they mocked and derided 
th<:m, they ^(laed all manner of flanders and reproaches upon then, 
and very few there were in all that place that fliewed any compaffion or 
common civility to them. But this did not at all diihearten any of 
them, fa vine the young man to whom Spiritoal-man fpake. laft, wbofe 
name was Yielding: He indeed being difcouraged by the inhofpiable 
humour and carnage of the townfmen towards his companions, and j 
being ftrongly invited, by a very courtcous-fpoken man, to leave that 
giddy-braio'd company of fools, (for fo he termed the pUgrims) aod 
come and dwell with him, and he Ihould find all things to bis contest ; 
he accordingly complied, and forfaking his company, followed thensn, 
who condudled him to a tavern in the market-place, and fending for 
fome of his boon companions, they fell to caroanng and making merry \ 
alfo they drank confulion to the pilgrims that were going to the heavcDl/ 
city : But Yielding ^ot little by the bargain, for being farfeited witk 
excefs of wini, he die<Httddenly in the night-time. 

In the mean while the reft of the pilgrims pafled thio* the ftreeti of 
the town, molefted on all hands by the ruder fort of people, aad on- 
pitied of them that, according to their age and ftations, ought to hivt 
(hewn more wit and humanity; Thus they went on, till they came to 
a phce called the Exchange, where the meachants ufed to meet and 
trafiick : Men of all nations and families, men of all tribes and lan- 
guages, each one bafy in his particular occupation, or commerce. But 
when (he pilgrims came amongft them, they all with one accord left off 
their bufmefs and talk, and itood gazing on thefe flrangers, faying 
among themfelves. What countrymen are thofe that appear in fo 
fcrange a drefs, fo differing from all thoie that ufe to frequent this 
place ? 

7'hen I faw in my dream that Zealous-mind, one of the pilgrims, 
(lood up and fpoke to the multitudes faying, * Men and brethreu, par- 
takers oi the fame flefh and blood with us, why tland ye gazing on as, 
as though fome new thing had happened unto you, which you have never 
fcen before ? Have you forgot the days wherein Cbriftian aod Faithful 
palfed through your tow^n, whereof the one was burned for the tefti- 
mony which he bore to the tiuth, and the other, tho* imprifoned, yet 
by the mighty power and providence of God, efcaped your rage and 
malice ? Are thefe things out of your memory already ? Or are yonr 
records filent in the matter ? We arc come upon the fame accomt as 
they, and are going to the fame country whither they bent their coiirie ; 
iitcrcfore wonder not at our unufual drcfs, for it is necefiary, that all 
thcfc who travel Sion-v/ard, ihould be apparelled after the fafhioA of 
thai city, that fo their entrance thereunto may be eafy, and withont 
blame. Thi5 is ths reafou why we are not cloathed after the nuaiicr 
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•f this town, or of thii world % for we have no abiding citjrfcero, bat 
we feek one to conie, whff huiliir ami maktr it Gul* After Zealeni- 
mind had mado an cM of (peaking, fome of the merchants left their 
alAurSy and joined themMvea mito the pilgrimi, others mocked and 
derided them. Bat they (hook the doft oft their feet, and departed from 
that j^ace, and the merchants who had left their merchandise, went 
along with them. And the people followed them bat of the town, hal« 
looing and hootiag at them ; but they remembring the faying of Chriity 
{Cur/id hi b§ that bath fit hit hand f thi flamfl if tbi kingdun mnd 
hikith hach:) regarded not the ridicalons noife they made, bat kept on 
their coarfe on the kins's hi^h-way, neither taming to the right-hand, 
nor to the left, buf walked diredly forward in the way of the Lord, ijU 
thejr came to the plain of Eafe, where the mercisants hearktned to thfr 
enticing words of Demas, and were perfuaded to go down into th^ 
iilver mine to dig for treafare that corruptcth ; but the reft of the pil-^ 
grims would not turn afida oat of the way to follow after filthy lucre. 
Yet they had not gone far, before one of them, whofe- name was 
W^ry-o'th^ World, was turning about to look back toward the filvcr- 
mine, when Spiritual-man obfervin^ him, catched hc^d of bin arm, as 
her was facing about, and fiopped him, faying. Brother, here is a fight 
jud before you, which will convince you of the danger of looking i^ck 
in this place. So he (hewed him the pillar of fait into which Let's wife 
was turned,^ which flood diredly before them on the way-fide. •■7£helk 
Weary*oMi*-Worrd thanked him for bis friendly admonition and nffift^* 
ance, confeffing that he was tempted with a thought of covetoufnefs^ 
which made him attempt to look back toward ihe'filver-mine, but 
that he was glad he had fo timely prerented both his crime and his pu- 
nilhment, by (hewing him the example of Lot's wife, who, for looking 
back on Sodom, was tutned into a pillar of fait. 

Now in my dream, 1 f&w that &e pilgrims went forward till they 
came to the river of God, their way lying along by the river-fide,where 
grew trees bearing all manner of delightful fruits, which the- pilgrims 
tafled to their wonderful refrefWents : They alfo drink of the waters 
of the river, whofe virtue is to rejoice the heart more than wine 1 and 
there being pleafant green paftures all along th^ banks of the river, they 
laid down fometimes 10 repofe themfelves there, and then roKe^ op to 
profecute their journey ; coming at leiigth to the place that led dowii to 
Doubting-Caftle, which was demolifhed in the da>'s of Chriliiana her 
pilgrimage ; fo they pafiing by ^he dile that Chriftiao and Hopeful 
went over, when they were taken prifoncrs by giant Defpair, kept the 
high-way, never flopping till they came to the Delt^UblcrMounuinsy 
Where they again rcfreQied themfelves in the gardens and vineyards, 
eating freely of the fruits that were growing therein. Now as they 
went op thefe DeledabIe-Mountaia5, they c%me at lai! to a moontain 
that was at the top of all th^ mountains, vtid cllablifhed above the reit 
of the' hills, and it was called The Mountain of the houfe of the Lord. 
' Now there were fhepherds feeding of their fiocKs ail over this mooi^ 
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uifiy and there were men of all nations,, tribes and languages walkiAt; 
up and down on the mountain, and fometimes they talked with the 
fhepherdi. at other tinnes they ullced amongft one another. 

So i faw in my dream, that as the pilgrims went along the high- 
waXf there ftood fome fliepherds by the way-fide tending on their 
flocks { and the (hepherds aflced the pilgrims whence they came, and 
whither they were going. To whom Spiritaal-man replied. Sirs, We 
are come Irom the Vadley-of-Deftraflion, and are going to the coeleftisl 
city. 
,j^_ Shepherds. Ye are welcome thus far in your journey i for now ^ 
^^V^ you are on the top of the Dele£table*Moantains, even on the moonma -a 
^yff the Lord's houfe ; and here be men of all nations, tribes^ and Ian- | 
gaages, that are going the fame ionrney with yon ; onljr they tarry \ 
^#. a-while here to take the air of tnefe DelefUble-Monntams, and 19 
•; ' ; paruke of the fruits that grow on this holy ground, which are good U 
' refielh and (Irengthen them after their wearifbme travel. Moreover, 

we (hepherds have remedies for ail the difeafes that pilgrims are faVjell 
to in their toilfome journey , and we minlfler freely onto them of focli 
things as we have; giving aclvice and phyfick to the iick, opening tht 
eyes of the blin^, and the ears of the deaf, and loofening the (oogoet 
of the dumb, canfing them to (hew forth the praife and gloiy of God. 
To this end we are placed here, and our tents are open to all comen, 
" wlfcw< Wi^ enteruin the ranger, the fatherlefs, and the widow, the 
tldk and the poor, the weak and the flrong, the young and the old, at 
the king's coft, who prepares a table for ail that will come to it, and 
hath made us his ikwards to portion out to every one what they need ; 
we have milk for babes, and meat for them thar are ripe of age. Oor 
doors are not (hut day nor night, neither do we ceafe crying out. Ho ! 
ivery one that is tdirfty, let him buy jnilknuithout m»my, and wim 
ixiithout frici. For the Lord hath prtpartd a feaft of Jet things^ of wini 
nvtU refined, and he intvitefh all men to hh table. 

Then the (hepherds conducted them iuto their pavilions, and (et be- 
(ore them fuch dainties as they had not met with before in all their 
journey. So they cat and drank chearfully, and were mightily re- 
frefhed, and afterwards the (hepherds invited them to walk out and take 
the air of the mountain, which tbey did, and found it the wholefomeft, 
pared, and pleafanteft air in the; world : For it was perfumed with the 
odour of oranges and lemons, pomegranates and citrons, and all man- 
ner of (pice-tieei, which grew upon the mountain in abundance; fo

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Acting peteeaUjr under his own vine, and under his own fig-tree^ and 
no man did harm to another, bat all lired together in unity, love, and 
peate. The fliepherds alfo (hewed them many wonderful things of the 
mountain, as the hill of Error, and the hill of Caution 1 and when thd 
time came that the pilgrims were defirous to poHuc their journey, thd 
fliepherds had them to their overfeer, whom the king had fet over them, 
even one of their brethren, and a (hepherd : To this man tiey brought 
the pilgrims, who, when they came before him, ble fled them, faying, 
^t^et ht unf joui And when the fliepherds had told him who tbey 
were, and how far they had travelled, and whither they were going, he 
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the venerable old man, giving him thanks for the kindnefii he had fiiewed * 
them.

tbe fecret cbambers, believe it not. For as tbe ligbtning cometb out »/ 
tbe eaftp and Jbinetb even unto tbe nuejl, fo alfo fijoll tbe coming of tU 
Son of Man be. Therefore I have reafoa to jadge of you all ai de- 
ceivers and fdife prophets, fince yoa fo exafllv make good the chi- 
ia6ter which onr Lord has given them. For whereas one boafteth tbst 
he knows the king*s mind 1 another that he is the beft interpreter of bit 
will I ye are all out of the way of troth ; the king*s mind is with nose 
of you, Chrift is not among you : *Ti8 the ihepherda who are his privy- 
counieUors, who know the fecrets of the kingdom ; go ye therefore 
and feed with the flocks, and frequent the places where they lie doKi 
at noon, fo ihall ye learn knowledge, and preferve your feet ftos 
Humbling into error. And having fpoken theie words, ht tamed froa 
them with all his company, and they kept on their way over the plaiai 
Now they had not gone tar, before a roan bolted out upon tbepa froB 
a little cave, on the fide of the high-way, which was called the cafe 
of Natural-SpecttUition, and the name of tbe man was Hiiman-rcaiba : 
So he afked them. Whence they came, and whither they were gping? 
To whom Spiritual-man made anfwer. We came from the Valley-oP

They pretended alfo ta 
give them a profpedt of the heavenly Jerufalcm, through a profpc^re- 
glafs, and to fhew them one of the mouths of hell ; whereas they are 
a pack, of meer jugglers and religious cheats, amufing the crcdoloui 
and unWary travellers with fidlions and romantick (lories of heaven and 
hell, and udng enchantments to delude them in their way thither, cas- 
ing a m*ift before their eyes, when they pretend to give them a glimpie 
of the glories of that place. For that is a deceitful glafs thro' which 
you looked, and prefents you not with the true appearance of things; 
as I can prove at large, if you would be plealed to hear me out. Nay, 
I can demonftrate before your eyes, without the help of any glafs, tbe 
fiiuation and beauty of thecoeleflial city, and fhcw yoa the neardlroad ' 
thither, and as plain, as that twc and three make £ve.

Tender-conf. Nay, pray let us hear what the man can (ay for him- 
felf I for he feetns to be a fmart man^ and no fool : And therefore I 
would fain hear his reafons. 

Spiritual-man. Your curiofity is dangerou), and may coft you dear ; 
therefore pray be pcrifuaded to turn away your ears from hearing of 
vanity and delufions. You have run well hitherto, do not halt fo near 
your journey*s end. 

Tender-conf. I cannot be fatisfyM in my mind nnlefs I hear thlA 
man's arguments ; for he feems to have fomeching extraordinary in his 
very face, and more in his words. 

^ Zealo^s-mind. To the empty are empty things ; if this man be ob« 
ftinate, that he will tarry and hear the fellow prate^ let him tarry alone ; 
why fhould we lofe time for his folly f Let us haften forwards to rua 
the raoe that is fet before us. 

Spiritual-man. No, brother, let ui, rather bear one another*! bur- 
den, and fo fulfil the royal law of Cbrift our kinj?. Let us pity his in^ 
firmity, as Paul exhorts us in the like cafe : ^ BrUbnn, fays he, ifm 
ftMM in §<uertaiim in a faulty yt which an /pi» 
ritua/, refton fuch a one in tbi fpirit rf mttkmfs^ ^Gal.vi. i,2, 
confidering thy felf Itfi tUu alfi bt tmpted. And an- f James v. i^ . 
other apoftle laith, f Sntbrenp if any of you d9 irr 20. 
from the truths and ont conofort him, lit him know 
that hi who convirtith a Jinmr from tht error of his way^ Jhall favo 
a foul from doath^ and jhall bide a- multitude of fin$. Now therefore 
fince this our brother is.tempted with a vain curiolity to hear the arga-> 
ments of Human*reafon, let us day awhile, and I will undertake to 
confute him y which will be more to my brother's profit, than if he had 
never heard him fpeark. Go to then, faid hr, turning to Human- 
reafon, let us hear what thou haft to argue agaihft the way that we are 
going.

be debaoched by loch a common drab as flie. Her name was Se&fe, 
the daughter of Aoimal-life, an old doating (bt, that minded notluig 
elff but eating, drinking, and flceping. his birth-place being oabmct 
than a dnnghil ; this waa yoar goodly grandfather by yonr motbei^i 
fide. Now he ufed to proftirate yoar mother, when (he was yoong, to 
all comer* and goers $ and, among the reft, the prince your father fd 
in lore with her once npon a time, and lay with her, and beget yon: 
So that yoo have no fach reafon te glory in yoar high birth, bat ratker 
to be ashamed of yonr father^i infirmity, in committing folly wit| 
fach an adolireit as yonr mother. Befides, what fignifies yoor bdag 
his ion, anieis yoa were alfo endued with his princely vfrtaet t Aod lie 
)iim(elf loft thofe virtaes after he had defiled himfelf by copoUdoi 
^ith your mother. For he was once qoick.fi|hted as an eagle, bat 
now his eyes are dim : In this yoo reiemble him to the life, for yo| 
fire porblind. He was adive and fincere, bat now is dull and tmde- 
rous ; in this alto you are like hiip, for yoo are heavy and flow ia i^ 
your operations, and as jmcertain and wavering as a weather-cock. I 
could take notice of a great many more ill features and qaalitiea in yoo, 
but that it would be tedious and irkfome to the company. 

Zealous-mind. Aye, eye, it is not worth while to lofe ib muck 
'time in talking to thu impoftor, when we areon a joamey. 

Weary.o*ih*- World. No, indeed, brother Spiritual-man, no more 
|( is ; and were you but half fo tired as I, yoa would not ftand reckon* 
|Dg up this fellow's genealogy, or making comparifpna between him 
and hU father, I long to be at my journey -s end i come, lct*s be 

Spiritual-man. Have patience, my brethren, whilft this man and I 
difcourfe this point farther, for the fake of Tender-confctence, who 
leems to be ftaggerM at his firft words, and has an itching defire to hear 
what he can fay for himfelf j Perhaps he will have a better opinion of 
the man, if we ihouid refufe to converfe with him, the might think that 
we were afhamed or afraid to ftand the brunt of his boafted demonftra- 
tion, and fo would conclude the truth on his fide. Therefore, for bis 
(ake, have patience awhile, and I doubt not but I (hall convince this 
man of his error, and make him held his peace, if not recant his ill* 
grounded opinions, to the glory of God, and the edification of as all, 
cfpecially of poor wavering Tender-cohfcience.

I believe, and know 
there is a God, as well as yoa, and worfliiphim day and nrght 1 hot I 
take not op this belief, nor pradife this woHhip on other mens credits s 
I do not blindly pin my faith on other mens fleeves, nor worihip God 
according to the traditions of men, as yoa do ; but I lay a fure foanda* 
tion of my faith, 1 behold and contemplate this wonderful and gbri- 
ous fa brick of the world, and by a regular dedu6tion I trace the fbot- 
fieps of an eternal divinity, whilft climbing up the chain of inferior 
and (econd caofes, 1 at length £iften upon the uppermoft link, and 
clearly fee the firil and fupreme caufe, fource and fpring of all things 
viixble and invifible. Thus as common bodily objects are the firfl and 
lowermoil of this chain of caufes, (o my fenfci are the firft and 
lowed flep to my faith, whilft by a chain of rational inferences, I join

We only retain foroe fragmenti or fptrks of dw ori- 
gi.iAl jewel I we can boaft of nothing bat fome broken remnaati of j 
rral'un. efcaped from that fatal IhipU'rcck of human natnre, which Rill 
lioat up and down in a iea of uncertainties. We grope as in the daik| 
and can hardly difctrn the things thai are familiar to us. Our notiani 
of things are liable to a choofand miftakes, our inferences loofe aad io- 
cohcrcnc, and all oar faca!tips turned upfide down. Our difcourfe com- 
monly ii rather rhetorick than reafon, and has either a fmatch of the 
(erperii's fubtle fophillry» or the woman*s foft and infinuatingeloqaence: 
Thct'c generally fupply the place of true mafcaline reafon, whilft the ' 
fopiiitl does bat mimick the philofopher, and both they and the orator 
aci chc liivine : As this nan does in his fpecioas accufation of the (he* 
pp.*ri*5» and vindication of his own way. For, 

in the fecond place, Suppofe we grant his ground to be good, and 
ib»r rcf.ron is perfect in its exercifing itfelf on its proper obje6b i yet 
hi^ inferences from thence are but the effort o^ his eloquence and fo- 
phitlry, while he would endeavour to perfoade at, that divine and fa- 
pern..:ural things are the objects oi natural reaibn alfo. It is but jail 
the fame thing oa if he woald go about to convince us, that we may 
hear with our nol'es, and fee with oar ears. We may as well do this, 
ne diicern divine and fupernatnral things by natural and human reafon. 
God has endued us with different faculties, faitafaleand proportionable 
to thr; ifitrercnt objeds that engage them. We difcover ibnfible thiogi' 
by our icnfes, rational things by our reafon, things intelledlaal by 
nndeMbnding, but divine and cceleflial things he has refertred for the 
cxerciie of our faith, which is a kind of divine and faperior fenfe in 
tnr ioii) . Our reafon and underflanding may fometimes fnatch a glimpfe, 
but caniiot make a (leady and adequate profpefl of things fo far above 
tJieir reach and fphere. Thus by the help of natural reafon I may 
know there is a God, the firft caufe and original of all things; but 
hi? efTcnce, attributes, and will, are hid within the veil of inaccelEble 
light, and can*t It difcern^d by us, but thro* fisith in his divine revela* 
tion. He that waiks without thib light, walks in darknefs, tho* he 
may flrike out fome faint and glimmering fparklei of his own. And 
he chat out of the grofi and wooden didaccs of his natural reafon, 
carves out a religion to himfelf, is but a more refined idolator than 
tnofe who worfhip Aocks and ilones, hammering an idol out of his 
fancy, and adoring the work of his vain imagination. For this reafoa 
God is no where (aid to be jealous, but upon the account of his wor-* 
iliip. To this end ht was fo particularly nice, (if I may fo fpeak with 
reverence) in all thefe iirift injunftions he laid on the children of Ifrael, 
M to his wor(hip. He gave to Moles in the mount an exadt pattern of 
the tabernacle, and all Us ve<&U, \xvl\\wvcvcw^%« %xA a^i^urtenances ; He

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and fcveritjr, if it were a.matter fo indifferent as thii man makes ic» 
how God is worfhipped ? He thinks^ if by p^tchiag up half a dczea 
Batural reafons together, he can prove a deity, and pay fome homage 
or acknowledgment to him as fnch, that all is well with him^ nay» ' 
that he is in the neareft and moft ready way to heaven, in the meaa 
while concluding that we go round aboat, if not a quite contrary 
way, to take up our religion on no lefs credit and authority than chat 
of divine revelation. This he calls laying afide our fenfes and our 
reafon, to believe by a blind and implicit faith, the doctrines and opi^ 
nions of a certain number of men, pretending to be divinely infpired $ 
and not only fo, but believing doArines diametrically oppofite to our 
reafon, and the common fenfe and experience of the whole world. But 
tell me, O vain man f how do we lay afide our fenfes and pur reafon, 
when we ufe both in a due fubordination to our faith ? Faith itfelf comes 
by hearing, which is one of our fenfes : We hear the glad tidings of 
the gofpel preached to us, and our hearts are brought into fubjedtioa 
to the power thereof f Natural reafon Uoght us to believe there is a 
God, but faith teaches us how to believe in him, and how to worfhip 
him. The things which we believe of him are indeed far above our 
fenfe and reafon, but not contrary to them. Nay» in this our fenfe 
and reafon are inftrumental to our faith, that when we read or hear of 
the miracles which were done by Chrid and his apoftlct» our reafon 
tells us they could notJbe done but by the mighty power of God, and 
.that God would not by (uch miracles give reftimony to a lie ; there- 
fore, confequently, our reafon teaches us to believe, that Chrift and his 
apoitles were really fuch as they profeffed themfelvet to be : He the 
Son of God, they his fervants, and men infpired by the Holy Ghoft, 
and confequcntiy, that ail their do^rines were, true. How then can 
I ilumble at the do£bine oi the Trinity, the incarnation of Chrift, his 
being conceived without help of man, and brought ft>rth by a virgip, 
ihe remaining a pure virgin ? Thus far my reafon is ferviceable to my 
faith. The one leads by the hand to the veil ; the other drawr it back, 
and difcovers all the facred myfieries. Yet ihll let reafon keep her 
diftance : fhe is but the handmaid, faith the miftrefs : Seafe and reafon 
attend in the outer courts of the temple, but faith enters into the holy 
jof holies. New, *ujiih§ut faith it it imptffihU /« pltaft God. FaitJ^ 
is tht ruidtnee of. things not fttn^ tht Jkbftanti of things hoped for* 
This is that faith which thou, O Human-ieafoa much contemned and 
vilified ! This is that faith which the ibepherds recommended to us ; 
this is that perfpe^ive-glaft thro' which we faw the glories of the 
coelellial Jerufalem 1 therefore ceafo henceforward to fpciUc evil of the 
way of the Lord 1 ceafe to pervert the fools of fuch as feek the IiorI 
in flncerity, and with an humble faith. When he had m^de an end 
of -ihefe words, Tender-conidence burft gut in tears for grief and ^^ ^ 
for grief that he had fuffered hit miad xo \a vnx"^ V^ ^^nft. ^^vtf»si^

Tender-conC I am heartily hny that my foolifluieft fliooV hiiider 
all the connpany of foch time, while we might have been a good way 
OB oor journey : Now I am fdly fatitficd that Human-reafon b \Mit 
an ignis fmitau to the mindv a falfe light, a deceiver, and therefore kt 
«i leave Vim to hit den of (hadows, luid profecote our joarney.

to fleep in that place. This fudden paffion and extraordinary carriage 
of Convert, who had been iilent all the way before, made every body 
curious to learn the occailon of it, and Spiiitual-man defirM him to 
acquaint the company with the occafion of this fudden m6tion. Then 
Convert telling them,> if they would efcape death, or the very near 
danger of it, they mud not offer to fleep on that ground, and promiftd 
to give them an account of his life in ihort, deiiring them to give good 
attention to his words, which would be a means to keep them waking. 
So he began. 

Conv. You may remember, the fliepherds at parting, among other 
good and wholefome advices, bid us have an efpecial care not to fleep 
on the Inchanted-Ground. Now when I faw fome of the company 
inclined to fleep, I caird to mind the fliepherds exhortation, and alfo . 
my own former mifcarriage in this point, which made me burfl into 
tears, to think how far I had gone back from heavenward, by reafon 
of fleeping in this place ; and what danger you would all have run, 
ihould you but have lain down on this Inchanted-Ground.

herc» had 1 not been ufcd from my childhood to walk in oyibcp: 
For getcing up in my flee p, I walked back again the fame my by 
wbtch 1 camC| till I was quite off from the Inchanted-Groandy tnd 
there 1 met with Chrifiian and Hopeful^ who were going forward u> 
mount Sion. So when they told me whither they were going, I fdli 
]2ughirg heartily at them, calling them a hnndied foolt, for taking 
upon thim fo tedious a journey, when they were like to have notbiog 
for !hcir paint, but meer labour and travel. Now all this while mj 
biains were fo (lupified with that liquor which Human-reafoB hid 
muile me drink, that I was not fenfible I had been afleep, but was u 
ore in a dream, and my fancy was poflTciTed with an imagination, that 
I had been as far as any pilgrims could go, but coald find no fuck 
place as the heavenly Jernfalem, and therefore I believed there wai 
none, and fo I told them : But howeveri they would not hearken to 
my foolifh words, but went forwards on their journey, and I kept oo 
my courfe backward, till I came to the town of Vanity, wh^re I took 
up my lodging for a great while ; till once opon a time, being at ooe 
of the pablick (hows in the fair, I was (Iruck with a thunderbok from 1 
heaven, which had almoft coft me my life i for I waa forced to keep 
my chamber a whole year upon it. Now in this time of oij confioe- 
mcnr, I began to think of my former life, and the miferable condidoa 
I was in, if it (hould pleafe God to take me away. This made me 
weep day and night by myfelf ; I faded alfo and prayed, and humbled 
myfelf before the Lord in fecret, and vowed a vow unto God, That if 
i: would pleafe God to reflore me to health again, I would undcruke 
a pilgrimage to mount Sion, the £rfl opportunity that I could meet 
uich to have company.

In the mean while I abode in the cave, and converted 
with a great many men there, and among the reft, I prevailed on 
Z(aIo:is-tnind and Yielding to go along with us: For my friends 
ii/.ffics were Srel^-truth ard \Veary-o*th'- World, whom we have ia 
nur company now. So when Tender-confcience came by, and was 
looking on the pililar of Hiftory, Seek>truth happened to fee him, and 
knowing by his habit that he was a pilgrim, he prefently flruck op a 
bargaijD with him to bear him com^any.^ and called the rell of us our 
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of the caver a little way ofF which we overtook Spiriflbl-maiiy and 
io we all joined company, and came along together, not one of us bnc 
Yielding being loft. He mud needs follow the feducer in the town of 
Vanity, and io got a furfeit with excefs of wine» which killed him. 

Now I faw in my dream, that the pilgrims by this time were got 
over the Inchanted-Groand, and entered into the coantry of Beulah, 
whofe air was fweetened with all manner of aromatick perfumes i 
which revived their drooping fpiritt, grown heavy, and almoft ftupi* 
fied, with walking over the Inchanted-Ground. Here were trees 
growing, whofe fruits never fade away, and whofe leaves are always 
^reen. In this place there is a perpetual fpring, the birds always fing- 
ing, the meadows adorned with flowers, and all things abounding that 
are delightfu.*. For it lies within fight of Paradife, and the (hadow of 
the cueleitial city reaches it. Here they walked and comforted them- 
felvei with the pleafures which this goodly land afforded ; refleding 
back upon the toils and hardlhips they had undergone, they folacM 
themfelves with the thought that they were now near their journey's 
end, and within plain view of the coelellial Jerufalem, which they 
had fo long, and to fervently defired to fee. The farther'they walked, 
the plainer might the glory of that place be feen, and ttie more earnelUy 
did they long to come to it.

If I eet over in 
(Safety, then ye may fecurely follow ; but if I fink and perifli in tkefe 
deep waters, then yoa have your choice before yoo : Do what ftemi 

food in your own eyes. So he boldly rulhes into the river, plongiDg 
imfclf over head and ears in a moment, and they never faw him rile 
again : Which did greatly difliearten the reft of the pilgrims, and they 
knew rot what to do, or which way to torn themfelves. Whilil they 
wrre thus difconfolate and melancholiy, there came flying to them a 
luan in bright cloatking, who faid, peace be unto you, let not your 
hearts be tioubled, becaufe of the man who juft now cnterM the riter, 
and prcfently funk out of your fight : His name was Weary-o*th*- Worlds 
and his circumftances anfwcr his nam'e: For he has a long Qme bin 
iii.dcr great difcontent, becauf; the affairs of this life went not fnuKxbly 
on his fide ; he has met with a great many croiTcft and lofles, vexations, 
and troubles in this world. He hat been croflfed^in body, ioul, and 
etU\te ; in wife, children, and friends. Now all thefe together mide 
hill) weary of the world, and refolveJ to go out of it. But he faifered 
tioi:e of thefc th'r.gs for righteoufnef? fake, or for the name of Cbrift, 
but for his own ambiiion, covetoufncfs, and envy, which made him 
odious to all people that knew him ; nay, he thereby put himfelf out 
of the protc^lion of providence, fo that nothing thrived whicL he took 
in land. His corn was blalled in the field ;* his bat ni were burned 
down to the ground, when they were filled with the fruits of a pleniiful 
h^rveih llii body was afHi^led with many difeafei, which wereocca- 
foned by li^ luib. his wife and children curfed him to hi) face, be- 
Cdule of hit tyranny and cruelty. His friends and bis neighbours 
mocked and ..^crided at his calamities ; and all things went againll him. 
1 J in a p::t he rook up a rcfoluiion to leave the world, but he did it not 
f jr the love of Go.i ; which was the reafon why you faw him fink in 
the waters in this river, and rife no more. It is not enough to be 
weary of the uorM, but to be weary of fin is that which is acceptable 
in the fight of God, and of gteat price. Bcfides, he ought not pre- 
fumptuoiifly (o have rufhed into the river himfelf, without orders, bat 
fliouid have waited till the king^s pleafure was manifelled to him, as 
you fee many fitting along the riv^r fide, and waiting 'for the king's 
command And now I am fent with a meffage to Tcnder-confcicnce, 
to tell him it is the king's pleafure he (hould come over next. So Ten- 
dcr-confcience prepaied himfelf to obey the king's fummons, but his 
heart panr<?d, »nd all his limbs trembled, to think of what was be- 
come of Wca;y-o\*i'-Woild» and for fear he ihould fink like wile. 
\Vhum when 6viriiu^\-maiv 1^^ /viv v\a% ^^x^^^ Va ^^^tafoned him. 
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bidding him be of good cheer, faying. Yoa are ttot tke.firft, neither 
will you be the laft that muft pafi through this river ; idl that have 
been befofe yoo fince Adam, have been forced to go through this 
river» except Enoch and Elijah, and fo maft all that come after yoo. 
Death is a debt we all owe to God and nature, and it muft be paid 
one time or other, earlier or later. There is an appointed time for all 
xnen once tp die, and after death to come to judgment i therefore be 
not afraid of that which cannot be avoided. 

Tcnder-conf. 1 am not fo much afraid of death, at of what will 
come after ; I fear I (hall never fee the city of God, the heavenly Jeru- 
falem. whofe glittering wall and turrets raviihed my eyes, when we 
pafled through the land of Beulah. I fear I am going down into a 
land of darknefs. where my feet will flumble on the dark mountains i 
a land without light or order, where there dwells nothing but fempi- 
ternal horror and confufion. This is that which nukes my heart-ftringt 
ready to break, and my knees to fmite one againft another. Oh> (hat 
feme one would hide me till the fury of hts anger be over-paiTed I O 
that he would prote^ roe in the fecret of his tabernacle ! And 'ihelter 
me under the ihadow of his wings I For yet a little while, and the eye 
that feeth me (hall fee me no more. And with that word he entered 
the river, and finding the waters fliallow at firft he we3 comforted i 
but as he waded along, they rofe up even to his mouth and noftrils, fo 
that he could hardly fetch his breath. Then he cried aloud, faying. 
Save me, God, for the waters are come into my foul. I fink in deep 
mire, where there is no Handing ; I am come into the deep waters, 
where the floods' overflow me. Make hade to deliver me, O God, 
make hafle to help me. O Lord^ my flefh and my heart failech, but 
God is the ftrength of my heart, and my portion for ever. Thus 
cried he. and flill waded on till he came to the middle of the river, 
where he could And no bottom, fo that his head was covered with 
water ; and he had funk away, had not the Shining-One. that in- 
vited him. come flying to his afliflance. and. catching him by the hair 
of the head, held his head above water till he came over toward the 
oppolite bank ; where^it grew ihallower. and he began to walk with 
cafe, till he got fafe out of the river, and when he ftood on the'bank 
on the other ude. he leaped for joy, finding himfelf fo marvellous light 
and adive, that he thought he could fly ; for the garments which he 
wore all the way were vtry heavy, and they fell off from him in the 
river, fo that now he was as light as a bird.

as tfaefe. had got foroe flcill in fwimming and keeping hit heaiibow 
water ; but poor Convert and Seek-truth, where at a great loft, fAn 
they came toward the middle of the river, where the waters mca 

thu decrct^ fo that they cried oat for help unto him that isafaka 
favi, and their prajfcrt were heard, and a hand was reached lioit^ 
whicli bore them up till they came to the (hallow ground. So tkf 
talked through the reft of the river with eafe» and came to their te" 
thrcn un the other fide ; bat as for Zealous-mind, he thought (o get 
ovtr later than any of them» and therefore privately he had gatberol 
a bundle of reeds, which grew by the river-fide, and he refted him- 
fclf on them, but when he came to the middle of the river, cfae.fio- 
lencc of the current carried away bis reeds, and he Tank to the bot- 
tom, and never was (Seen more. So in roy^ dream, 1 afkcd one that 
itood by me. What was the reafon that he who had appeared fo for- 
ward all along in his journey, fhould now fink at laft ? And he anfwered 
me, Ir is not enough to be zealous and forward, but to be humble lod 
charitable alfo is requifite. This man wu of a fiery temper, and had 
a Ksa! indesd, but it was a diforderly zeal, not tempered with cha- 
rity and prudence. Likewife he trulied in 'his own ftrength, as yoa 
faw by his Ic i|itng on the bundle of reeds. Now this was his pride s 
for had he called on God for help, peradventure he might have beea 
iaved. 

So I faw in my dream, th::t the four men, even Tender-confcience, 
Spiritaal-man, Seek-truth, and Convert, welcomed each other to 
th3t fide of the river, and the Shining-Ones welcomed them likewife i 
and there came a bright cloud and covered them all, and thoy were 
carried up in the cloud, through untracked paths of air ; and as 
they went up, the men in bright cloathing told them, that they had 
watched over them all the way of their pilgrimage, and had ob- 
feived all their anions, wiaich were written down in a book; and 
th^t tney had faved them from many dangers, though unfeen by 
them. Thus the cloud was carried up through the boundlefs orbs 
above, and as chcy wen: through tht (kies, they faw the glorious fiars 
iliir.ing like funb iu the firmament. At length, when they came near 
to the heaven of heavens, « troop of holy ones came out of the city ^ 
to meet thcaa. Now the fouudaaons of the city were laid on the 
top of the eternal hills ; lud all around about ic were fields of end- 
leis light, wherein the faints aLd angels walk : Then they came to the 
place where the antient oi days wab fitting, whofe garment was as 
%vhite as fnovv, and the hair ol his head like pure wool ; his throne 
was like fiery flame, and his wheels as burning fire. A fiery ilream 
ifTued and came out from before him. Thouland thoofands miniftred 
unio him, and ten thouland u\xv«& uxv \.Vi^\xC^\\A &«^ before him.

Mr, JOHN BUNTAN, 

Late Preacher of the Golpel in Bedford^ 

PSALM cxii. 6, 
7b$ Righteous /hall be in evirlafting Remembrance. 

MR. John Bunyan was born at El(lon» in the county of Bed- 
ford, within a little mile of that town, of honeft but very 
poor parents : His original being i^ mean, that I know 
not in whom the words of the great apoftle to the Gen- 
tiles, in his firii chapter of the epiftle to the Corinthians, were more 
fully exemplified, than iji Mr. John Bunyan ; the words are thcfe : 
F^r you fee your eailiug^ bretbreu, bow tbai not many nuife men after 
the flejh^ not many mighty ^ not many mhUf are called | hut God batb 
cho/en thefooliflf things of the world to confound the nuife ; and God batb^ 
chofen the nveak things of the nuorldto confound the things that are mighty z 
And hafe things of the tvorld, and things which are de/pifed, hath God 
chofen :--^.^7hat no fiejh might glory in his frefence. And this he hioi- 
felf v/as ready upon all oceafions to own, that God might have the 
glory of his own grace : For though his original and birth was ba( poor 
and defpifed^ yet it pleafed God to chnfe him before many others, to 
be an inilrument for the bringing of many fouk unto God : And that the . 
grace of God that was given him, may be the more exceedingly mag*^ 
nified, we will give fome brief account of what he was before the^ 
grace of God appeared to him. 

I have already told you, that his parents wece very mean i bat yet 
they took care to give him that learning whicn was fuitable to their 
condition, bringing him up to read and write s but (6 great was his 
natural depravity, and hit pronenefs to all evil, chac he quickly forgot 
both, being only wife to do evil ; bat to do or learn that which was 
good, or praife-worthy, he had no heart or knowledge ; adaid;ag him- 
iclf fo much in his very childhood to Cat&n^, <^t.^x\tk.^^ Vv«>s^ *»^^ 
bla/phemiiig, that he had few eqnala \u viVidiia^tv^^^^ \twVi'a>»KXv^ "^^^ 
remember i have heard him fay, wUl^ v^^^ olVwix^ bt nwa* a tfr«^-V|; 
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ner ; tbit it to hy. One thtc was ukcn notice of one none noloinHilIf 

wicked by all tbe town wbere he lived : Yet was pot bit ooalciMt 

feared, bot would often give him focb twinges as made hioi very on- 

eafy : Being alio often affrighted with dreanu, and terrified with fi- 

fiont ID che eight i fearing left for the fins be hid committed io the dsf, 

be (bould be uken away by devils in the night, and by tbem be boosi 

down with the chains of darknels, to the judgment of the great dij. 

And thefe fears were frequent with him when he bad hardly reached co 

the age of ten years. And thefe thoojghts did not only attack him it 

the night fealon, bat (ometimes alio in the midit of h^ childiih vaql- 

tieSy amongft liis vain, companions : And (ometimes in that cooditios, 

defpair has uken bdd ib much on binif that he has wiihed, that eitbcr 

there had been no hell, or that himfelf had been a devil, fopp^K 

that the devits were only tormentors of others bat were not tonaeaua 

thcmfelves And yet, when thefe thooghts had left him, be followed 

bis fiDfu! pleafures with all the eagemeis imaginable, as if be bad never 

bad thofe dilmal defpairing thoughts. So that the whole courfe of hit 

life, from his childhood till his marriage, was what the apoftle deferibet 

in Bphefians ii. a, 3. Mc§^ding /« tht cmrjt 0/ ^his warUt, gnd iU 

fpirtt that mxt- ivrhth in tbi cbiUnn 9/ 4ij9h§ditnct ^ ^^i^g filled with 

all unrightcou/ni/s, and led cafisvi fy ibi dtvil at bis ijuiil': An4 ss 

bimteU exprtfifes ir. The very ling-feader of all the youtii that kept 

bim company, in all manner of vice ano nngodlineft. 

Out notwiihftanding ail this wickednefs of his. Cod did not utterly 
leave him ; but followed him fometimes with convidions, and iomfr 
times with judgments, but yet fuch as had in them a mixture of mercy 
At one time he fell into a creek of the fea, and then hardly efcaped 
drowning $ anr at another time he fell out of a boat into Bedford river ; 
but there he alfo was preferved, though with difficulty : But, alas I it 
was neither mercy nor judgment that could yet awaken him, for he had 
yiven up himfelf to the love of fin, and was fully refolved to go on, 
whatever rubs he met with in his way. 

Yet God left not himfelf without a witnefs in his foul, often check- 
ing him in one way or anQther 1 as one day being at Sly with his com- 
paoions, a voice fuddenly darted from heaven into his foiu, faying, tVilt 
ibffu leave tby fim^ and go t9 beamen i or have tby fins^ and go to bellf 
This put him into fuch a coafternation, that h^ immediaiely left his 
fpoit, and looking up to heaven, thought he (aw the Lord Jefq^ Ipolc- 
. ling down upon him, as one hotly difpleafed with him, and threatening 
bim with fome grievous punifhments lor his ungodly praflices^ 

But lee the wiles cif fatan f No fooner had this made fome impre^on 
in his mind, but the devil ioggeHeci to him, That he had been a great 
and grievous finner, and that it was now too late for him to look after 
heaven, for Chrift would not forgive him, nor pardon his tranfgref- 
fions. And this is no oxYieT iWtv ^« ^t.N>X!^'QS.>\^ ^T^fiLv».\ fiiU (a- 
^ftLVi finners to commu a\\ \n\<\\»\XY VwYi ^x«.tA:\T«\&^ ^tA. 'Cs«.\i xs^ -^

^prevailed wilh to fco on m i^u. KvA >to*'«»* ^^ ^ss- ^^, 
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fttggeftion had upon Mr. Buoyan : Who looking upon himfelf at oae 
th^c had dnned beyond the reach of mercy, thought within himielf, 
that he would take his fill of fin, it bting the only pleasure he was 
ever like to have. And yet thefe pleafures of fin» thro* the wonder^ 
operation of the holy ipirit, were fo often imbiuered to him, that he 
could uke but little facisfadion in them. For, ^ht labour of thi ««• 
turalman^ or man bt/ori €on*verfion^ dotb but wiary him, iicatifi hi 
knowetff not tbg way to the cttj of GoJ^ Ecdef. X. 1 5. 

Once, as he was going on m the full career of fin, and belching out 
oaths like the madman that Solomon (peaks of, who fcattert abroad 
fire-brands, arrows, and death, he was reproved feverely by a woman, 
who was a notorious finner herfelf ; who told him, Tbat bo was tbi 
Uiitift filkw for Jwearing, that over Jho hoard in all her lift^ and 
that by bit doing thus, hi was able to fpoil all thi youth in thi town, 
if tbiy cami into his company. This reproof, coming from fuch a wo- 
man, whom he knew to be very wicked and ungodly, filled him with 
great fhame 1 and wrought more with him, than many^that had been 
given nim before, by- thofe that were fober and godly : ^nd made him 
wifh, that he had i^ever known what it was to tc a fweansr s and even 
made him out of love with it ; and from that time forward very mnch 
to refrain from it. This puts me in^ind otf a ftory I have read in the 
life of holy Mr. Perkins, who in his ydHing years was as great a debauchee 
as any in the univerfity of Cambridge, where he was brought up. He 
coming one time through the out-parts of the town, heard a woman 
fay to ner child that was froward and peeviih. Either hold your tongue, 
fr J will gi<Vi J9U to drunken Perkins yonder^ Thefe words weie (o 
gr6at a reproof to him, finding himfelf made a common by-word among 
people, that it made him refi>]ve upon a reformation ; and this, b/ 
pod's gracious and all-difpofing providence, was one great Hep towards 
his converfion. 

i3ut to return to Mr. Bnnyan : God having a defign of grace towards 
him, gave him frequent checks and interruptions in the midft of his 
ilrongelt refolutions to go on in his fin s fometimes fearing him with 
dreams, and terrifying him with vifions, in an extraordinary manner ; 
verifying that of Elihu to Job^ in the thirf^-third chapter of that bookp 
and the fourteenth verfe, and forward : For God fpeaketh once, yea^ 
twici^ yet man percetveth it not: In a dream, itit a 'uifion of the night \ 
ijuhen deep Jleep falleth upen men, in flumheringsupom the beds 7hen hi 
ppeneth the ears of men, andfealeth their inftruQion 2 1 hat hi may with' 
draw man from his pnrpofe, and keep back his foul from the pit, and his 
iije from perijhing. For he once dreamed that he faw tde lace of the 
heavens, as it were all on fire, and the firmament cracking and (hiver- 
ing wim the noife of mighty thunders, and that an arch-angel fi;iw in 
the midll of heaven, founding a uumpet, and a throne of glory was 
fe<Ated in the eait, whereon fat a perfon in brightncfs like the morning- 
ftar. Upon which Mr. Bunyan, thinkiti^ifk ti\% dtt>%xsw >>ftas.\sw^v* n^^

dutcly he heard a voice behind him, (ayiog, RepenC And upOB thk 
he awaked, and foand it was but a dream ; bat fardjr it waa a ftry 
awful drcam» and a memento fent from heaven ; and it had an eibft 
accordingly i for upon thit he grew more ferioas, and it remained inhii 
mind a confidcrabte time. This was a part of God*a dealing with hia, 
to withdraw him from hit parpofe of finning; and to keep back hii 
{bul from the pit of deftrnflion. 

Ac another time he dreamed that ha was in a pleafant place, liviog 
in riot and luxury, banquetting and feafting his senfet: Where, on' a 
fudden, even in a moment, a mighty earthquake rent the earth in fun*' 
der, and out of the wide and dreadful gap came bloody and amaciog 
flames, and in chofe flames the figures of^ men tofled op in globes of ! 
fire, and falling down again, with iiorrid flirieks and cries, and execra- 
tions I whilft lome deviis that were mingled with them, laoghed aloud 
at their torments. And whilft he flood trembling at this aflrightiag 
vifion, he thought the earth fliook under htm, and a drcle of flame la- 
clofed him : But when he thought himicif jufl at the point of perifliiag, 
one in white ihining raiment defeendedp and plucked him oat of that 
dieadful place, whilft the devils cried after him, to leave him with 
them, that he might receive the juft punifliment his fins had defenred ; 
yet be cfcaped the danger. He was extreamly alighted with this 
dream, and not a little glad he found it to be but a dream i though in- 
deed it wab a great deal more, for it was the fecret working of the 
Almighty upon his fpirit, to draw him from his fins, although he was 
ignorant of Chrift, and b wedded unto fport and play he could not 
leave it. 

But in a little time after, he fiell into the company of a poor man 
that made profefllon of religion, whofe diicourfe of religion, and oi 
the fcriptures, fo afFedted Mr. Bunyan, that he betook himfelf to read- 
ing the bible, efpccially the hiflorical part thereof ; but was yet igno- 
rant both of the eorruption and d^ravity of his nature, and, by a ne- 
ctiTary confequencc, of the want and worth of Jefus Chrift to fare him. 

iiowever, this produced outward reformation, both in his words and 
life ; and he now was fallen into a kfnd of legal religion, working for 
life, and making up righceoufnefs for himfelf thereby ; fo that while he 
thought he kept the commandments he had comfort ; but when at fome 
times he broke any of tbcm» his confcicnce was full of guilt and trouble : 
But then, upon his forrow and repentance, he healed Himfelf again, and 
thought thereby he had made God amends, and all was well. 

And thus he continued for fome time, very near a year ; his neigh- 
bours all that time taking him for a very good man, and wondering^at 
his reformation. Though indeed all that time he was as far from the 
way of life as when he vvaa the mo^ ^t^^hajac \ thQ\ as himfelf phrafes 
it, his change of life atid matit^t^ ti«A ^% \^xKi^.\V^ic^»^ ^'^\at'^^\ssi ^1 
Bedlam to become a lobct roaxx. w«^tv x^cvt«i^x^*. ^ta. 

And now thofe that foo\.e A\ -J J'^^^Sl^^T^^'^Ct^^ 
cojnmtiad him, both w !»« ««« *iv4 \»aUwA^v^ x««. . '^ ^^_ 
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ilaflclingliis reformation, pofFed him up with pride, and filled him witji 
hypocrify. He had been mightily addifted to ringings and, for all hit 
reformation, was rery unwilling to leave it : But his confcience begin- 
ing to be tender; he thought the pradice thereof to be but vain, and fo 
forced himfelf to leave it, yet could not keep his mind from hankering 
after it ; and therefore would not ring : But then he was furprifed 
with fears, that poffibly one of the bells might fall and kill him, and 
then he durft no longer go into the fleeple, but would. fUnd at the door 1 
and even there he was^afraid left the fieeple itfelf ihould fall upon him. 
This both fhewed continual conviftion, and that yet the love of plea- 
fures ftili remained, and his corrupt afFeCtions were nnmortified. 
Dancing was aHb another thing in which he much delighted, and he 
found it a hard thing to relinquifii that alfo ; and it was near a year*t 
time before he could leave it off. 

But, alas I This was but the lopping off the branches of fin, whiUl 
the root of unregeneracy remained ; This was but building upon the 
old foundation, which muft all be overturned, where God intends to 
carry on his work in truth. But it plea(ed God in his wonderful wifdom 
and goodncfs, to let him pafs through thefe things, that he might the 
better know how to dire^ thofe poor wandring fouls, that would be 
afterwards in inch a fiate, which in itfelf indeed is vtty dangerous : 
For fto fort of finners art in m more dtfperaU condition^ than thofe thai 
an pure in their o'lhn eyes, and yet are n$t ckanfidfrvm their filthinefs^ 
Prov.xxx. 12. 

Not long after, the providence of God fo ordered it, that Mr. Bun- 
jan went to Bedford to work i^n his callingr, and happened there to 
hear three or four poor women, who were fitting in the fun, difcourfing 
together about the things of God % which cauied him to draw near to 
them, for he was by this time himfelf become a mighty talker of reli* 
gion : But when he had heard them, awhile, as himfelf confefied, he 
heard indeed, but he underllood not, for they fpoke of things above his 
reach s diftourfing of the new- birth, and the work of God on their 
hearts, and how they were convinced of their miferable flate by nature ; 
They ulked how God had vifued their fouls with his love in the Lord 
Jefut, and with what words and promifes they had been refrefhed, com- 
forted, and fupported, agair.ft the temptations of the devil : They alfo 
reafoned of the fuggeftions and temptations of the evil one in particular* 
and told each other* by which they had been afflicted, and how they 
were borne up under his aflaults. He heard them likewife difconr/e of 
the wretchedneis of their own hearts, and of their unbelief ; and of con« 
temning and abhorring their own righteoufnefs, as filthy and infufficient 
to do them any good. And all this appeared to him to bo fpoken with 
fiich an air of joy, and fnch pleafantnefs of fcripture language, and with 
filch an appearance of grace in all they faid, that they feemed to him 
as if they Aad found a new world % as if they were ^oi^le. ^.^-^x ^:^^^ 
alone, and were not to be reckoned anvom^tVeVt m\^\»N>x%. 

It wa% upon tkiB difconrfe of theirt, xYmt^ie Yst^twiVi ^^^^^^^^ 
iifaal fiffutim ia jhii own Imn, anA v^ \*t «wSs5»^\ vi\to&eci>^ ^ 
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Con<9«tion wss not fo ^>od as he had thought it to bei bectnfe, h d i 
hit t^ioa^htB about reugion and (alvattori, the new-birth never entered 
into his mind i but he fouod it was a thing he^was wholly a ttnnger 
to, and unacquainted with : Nor did he ever know the comfort of a 
word or promife, nor the deceitfulneft and treachery of his own wicked 
heart: And as for fecret thoughts^ he had never taken any notice of 
them ; nor did he at all anderfland what faun^i temptationa were, or 
1k>w thev were to be wiihftood, or refilled. 

But, however, this difcourfe of thcfe good women mightily affeded 
htm, and made him very defirous to hear further of thefe things : And 
therefore he made it his bufinefs to be cforn^ cften into the company of 
Chofe people, for God had touched hit heart by their difcoorfeg and he 
could not flay away. And fo iatent was his mind upon the knowiedn 
of thefe things, that hb heart was like thehorie-leech at the vein, fliB 

Sing out, &V/, Givi, Prov. xxx. i ;• And now nothing but the re- 
ition of the mjfikery of faith in his own heart could fatisfy him : For 
' his whole foul waa then fo fixed on eternity, and the things of the king- 
dom of God, fo far at he knew, that neither pleafures nor profits, per- 
fuafions nor threats, could make him let go his hold: Jnfomach, chat 
. I have .heard him fay, Thar it would then have been as oifHcuIt at that 
% time, to have taken his mind from heaven to earth, as he has found it 
1^2 . often fince, to ^et it from earth to heaven. 

But after divine grace had been thus kindled in his heart, the devfl 
firove hard, by diverfe winds of temptations to blow it out again : 
Oinfioghimfelf to make feveral objedk>ns againflhimfclf i as, that he 
was cail away, and one that had no faith i and never could have any 
becaofe he was not eleded. 

One' thing alfo, that was likewife a great (lombling-block to him,' 
waa «iThat tne devil was at this time let loofe in a fort of people that 
ciUeatherofelves Ranters ; and indeed they deferved that name, givinc 
up themfclves to thofe filthy undeannelTes that ought not to be.nam^ 
amonft chriftians ; notwithftanding which, they wrote feveral books 
that were highly in efleem amOng fome who were old pro'eflbrs. And 
among thofe that became Ranters, was that poor man before fpoken of, 
who had been all along Mr. Bunyan*s intimate companion ; this man 
^ turned one of the worlt and vileft of thofe people, living in all manner 
of filthinefs ; denying there was either Uod, Angel, or Spirit, and 
Uiugbiog at all exhortations to fobriety i and when Mr. fiiiunyan re- 
buked him for it, he would laush the more, and pretend that he had 
gone thro* all religions, and could never alight on the right till then ; 
perfuading him alfo to be of the Came opinion with him, and a oompa* 
nion of his wickednefs. But God defigning to make him a chofen vef- 
fel of honour, and an iofirumcnt for the carrying on the po^polea of hit 
own glory, begat in his heart fo great an averfion to, and loathing of 
thofe curfed principles, that he quite left his company, and became a 
greater Aranger to him a^\ttvjMd,x\«iiV^V%.^\jft««i%^%tBAUar to before. 

iJawTof their book.; Wit, ft»iiia^«.v«^ v.t«^W.^ s^^ 
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but DOt being able (as he faid) to make a judgment of them, he ad-^ 
drefftd himielf to God in the following words; O JLonf, I am a feoU 
and not able t» Anotv the truth from error: Lord^ leann me not to ot> O'jjri 
blindnefs ^-either to approve or condemn this doSlrine : If it be of God. let 
nrn Kot dtfpife it ; if it he of the dentil^ Itt me not embrace it. Lord, J la^ 
mi foul in this matter only at thy foot^ let me not he decei*ved^ 1 humbly 
hefeech thee. I coald not forbear inferting this paiTage (which L have 
tranfcrib'd oat of his book callM Grace Abounding) becaufe it (hews at 
once both the great fincerity, and tendernefs^ an! deep humility of this 
holy man, and of what aa excellent fpirit he was. 

But thefe peopIe*8 errors, and much morfe their wicked pradlices, en- 
deared God*8 word to him exceedingly ; fo that now he began to look 
upon the bible with new eyes, as it were, and to read To as he never r jad 
before : At firil he only took plea^juire in reading the hitlorical part ; bat' 
now the epillles of Paul were fweet and plealant to him. Yea, fo much 
fweetnefs did he find therein, that he was fearcely ever abfent (when he 
had an opportunity) from reading of it, or meditatir-g on it, ftill crying 
out toGod,that he might know the truth, and way to heaven and glory. 

But he was a k>ng time troubled with very fore temptations, as I laid 
before ; and three tnings there were that the tempter made uie of to iry 
him : One great thing was !he queilioning of his faith, having fre- 
quently fuch thoughts as thefe injected iiito his mind ; How if you want 
faith ? And, How can you tell that you have faith \ This put him to 
great perplexities : He knew not that he had it ; and yet without it he 
faw he Has like to periQi for ever. So that tho' at firft, he was willing 
to overlook it, yet confidering of how great moment v waj for him to 
be fatisfted therein, he was willing to put himfelf upon the trial,whether 
he had faith or no. But while he was considering how he (hould make 
a fatisb^ory trial of this matter, the tempter fought to gain a;) ad- 
vantagie upon him, coming in with this delulion, l[hat there ivas no ijvay ' 
for him to try nvhether he had faith ^ but by trying to workfome miracle : 
Nor wanted he fcripture to back it ; for as he perverted the icrjpfure*^ 
when he tempted our blefTsd Lord, fo did he alfo the words of our blcffcd 
Saviour, in tempting this his fervant ; urging. Match, xvii. 20. 7/ ye 
banfe faith as a grain of muflard-feed^ yejfjallfay unto this mountain ^ 
reme*ve henee to yonder plaee^ and itj^all remove, and nothing /hall he im* 
fojpble to you. This temptation proceeded fo far, that one day Mr. Bun- 
yan being between Elllow and Bedford, (the temptation being then hot 
upon him, to try his faith by doing feme miracle) he was about to fay 
to fottie puddles that were then in the horfe-pad, Be dry! And cs'he 
was going to fpeak, this thought Came into hii mind. Pray firft^ that 
God would make you able, and when he was about to p^ay, he h^hl 
fome fecret impuife that prevailed with him, not to put his faith upoti 
that trial. And fo he continued for fome time at a great lofs, not know- 
ing whether he had faith or not.

And i^M 
chii wu coBtinaallx in bis mind. How can yoa uU chmt 700 ared 
And wbat if you (bonld not ? And tbcfe qneftiont l^^acd fb ban 
to be of tbat weigbt. that he knew not bow to aafww tkem. Ba 
m nothing (00 hard for divine grace to OTcreome : For one day, 
bit hope was givtn|; up the gboft, and that he was at the utmaftf 
de(ptr» tbe following ieatence was darted into bis foolp as if h hi 
immediately from heaven ; and fell with great weight opon hii 
L§$k at tbi gentratiwi rf oU, and fit ^ did rvir anj irqfi iw G§d, a 
€9nf§tmdfdf This nve bim mighty encouragement in tbat cal 
was thus exponnded to him. Begin at the beginning of Genefis, ai 
to tbe end of the Revelations, and kt if you can find there w 
tbat ever trofled in God, and was confounded. And if none that 
in God ever roifcarried. then your duty it to trnft to God, and 
concern yonrfelf about elcAion, which is a fecret thing. 

Another temptation tbat violently aflaolted him, was 1 How if 
of grace ihoold be oaft and gone I And to aggravate this, the i 
fgggeAed to bim, tJiat tbe good people in fiedford (before-named 
converted ahready, they were all that God would fr ve in thofe pa) 
therefore be was come too Iste, for they bad got the bleffing befb 
This was a very cutting thing to bim, for he verily thought it m 
fo ; and thofe Uiougbts made bim wander up and down In the bi 
ef bis fpirit bemoaning his (ad condition, and crying out, O fbA 
tumid /99nir ! O bmu hami 1 trifl$d away my time^ till beavtm . 
ftul art kfi. But after be had paftd many days in this difconfolal 
it pleafed the father of mercies to frine upon his foul, by tbat 
word, L»kt xiv. 23, 24. Ctmptltbtm to tmt in^ tbat wn bomfi 
filltdx JND TET fHERE IS ROOM. The laft words gai 
abundant confohtion, and were a full anfwer to facan*s fuggeftioos 
tbe day of grace was naft. 

But this holy man bad been a great finner, which he always 
vated againft himfelf on all occafionss reckoning up like Paul, b 
vilenefs oefore bis converfion : J was mad againji tht faints^ fa; 
blefled apoftk in one plaee ; and in another, J ptr/ecuted tbt cbi 
Cod, So in the like manner our worthy Mr. Cunyan cries out oi 
felf, 1 was a tt^n-Jinntri J was tbt vslefi in tbt eottntry ; a Jgt 
Jinntr^ murdtriwg tbt fin t/Godafri/b^ fy my ungodly dttds^ audi 
i^im to oftnfiamt. This i iisy, made bim undergo msny of the 
ings of iistan, and the hidings of God's countenance for nionti 
years together, flill mourning as a dove, and chattering as a crew. 
yet in this alio, behoM the wifdom and goodnefs of God : For b] 
Chtngs men live, and in all thefe things was the life ot hit fpirit/ 
wonderfully fitted b\ra by «\\ vVt^^ X£m^\»XMtt^\ \^ \y^ % Vos^^xx. ^s 
others that laboured unAat xivo^^ w oxYwx^ia^^xvMA, ^«tVj Si«^^ 

had been comforied ot C,<»<1. 
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Bat td return where we left ofF^even to kii temptttioas : He was mighti- 
ly buffetced by the enemy of fojils abqat cflPedtutl calling \ for that Mtng 
one of the links of that golden chain of faivation, mentioned by the 
apoille in the ninth chapter of the Romans, // that was Itft oui tbt 
twhiii chain %ffal=oatHn was hr9ktH ; this made him pant» and breathe^ 
and cry, with all the longing of an cmuaour'd foal, toChriit, to call him: 
For then he faw fach a beauty, in a converted called lUce« that he could 
not be contented without it : And I have heard him aSirUy that at that 
ctme,had he hid the whole world,it had ail gone,yea,ten thouland worlds^ 
could he have purchas*d the bleffing of a called and converted ftate with 
them I For fuch were the only lovely perfons in his tyt%. But that word 
of Chrift, Mark iil. 43. ftood tike a brasen wall againft him,to (hut him 
out from all the hopes of happinefs : His words were thefe : Ht (Cbrift) 
weni up inf9 a mantam, and CALLED t9 kirn fFHOM HE WOULD. 
This word made him faint and tear, and yet it kindled a fire in his foul : 
That whicu made him fear was, left Chrift fhould have mo liking to him» 
for HE CALLED WHOM HE WOULD. And God was pleafed to 
let him lie many months in that condition s and then he gave him com- 
fort by that ward in Jul iii. ai. / *wiU cUanft tbtir blood that 1 bavg 
net eUanftd. Encouraging him thereby ftill to wait upon God ; and 
though he were not alread^, yet he might ftiil be called. 

About this time he nuuie his conditioo known to thofe poor people* 
whofe difcourfo had been the firft oopafion of his real converiion : Wkea 
they had heard him« they told Mr. GiiIbrd,who was the worthy paftor o{ 
that church, who wn himfclf willing to be well perfuadcd of hun^and he 
invited him to his own hovSit^ where he heard him convert with others 
about the dealings of God with their ibuls: From whkh he ftill received 
further conviAions, apd faw more of the deceitfulnefii of hia own heart. 

After this a veiy goeat ftorm of temputlon fell upon hinii whereof he 
had ibme warning before, from that fcripture foUowmg of hinii Sirnmi^ Si» ' 
mon^njoben tb§u art conwrtid^ Jtrtngthiu tiy britbnni although then he 
underftood not the meaning; of it. This temptation was a flood of blaf. 
phemous thoughts poured m upon him» infomach as that he queftioned 
the very being of God, and ot his beloved fon, doubting whether there 
were at all in truth a God or Chrift, and whether the holy feriptoret were 
not rather cunningly devifed fables, than the pure word of God. 

The tempter alio aflaulted him with this. How can you tell bat that the 
Turks have as goaJ a fcripture to pro/e their Mahomet the Saviour, as we 
have to prove ourjelns is ? With many the like blafphemoos iuggsttioaa. 

Under this fore afflidUon and defertion, he weqt a great while; Bat 
when God*8 time to comfort him was come, he heard one ^j^fk a fer- 
mon on Canti^es iv. 1. Bib^idtbea art /air ^ my /ror, btbvH ib§^ art 
fair. But at that time the minifter made thefe two wocdt, Mj /kut, the 
fubjeft of his iermon : From whichf after he had a little opened the text* 
he obferved thefe feveral conclufions : i . That the chorch, and fo every 
facred foul, it Chriil*f love, when lovelefs. x. Chtift*a lave wl<ha!t.^ % 
cauie. J. ChriTl'i lore when hated of lYitYioM. ^ ^'^^^^^^^'S'^*^ 
under temptMUQa, and defertien. c. CYki\tt%V«n il«Bx%^^^ft^»5^,^ 
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hnj^^ twei:tv nines together ; and ftill as they ran in his i 
itrongcr ai d wnriner, and began a little to revive him : £ 
twccn hope and fear^ he faid in his heart. But is it truti

9. Aid Chen he began to give place to the word, whicJ 
t^l icur;: uiihii; his loul : 7hou art my love^ thou art 1 
thiigj-.all lefarMe thee from my lonjt, 

i\ja::y more were his temptations ac fundry time?, ar 
cafiuns, but God delivered him out of them all, and a.i 
}n 'I larre place, filling his foul with joy and gladnefs. 

Abf^ut the year 1655, he was bapti)Ked» and admitted : 
church at Bedford ; who having had experience of the gi 
wn^ in him, and how eminently God had fitted him (or 
yniiiiilry, he was earn: illy defired by t!-.e congregation 
to (htm chofe fplritual gifts with which Gcd had bkfTed 
very mocellly excufed himfelf, out of a fcnfe of his ov 
inabihsy ; but being further prelTed unto it by them, he 
through his bafhfulnefs^ did at firil declice a publick af 
p'.-nlcd his gift only in private among fricrr'Js ; bu: it v. 
fife and power, and fo c::ceeding1y to their eciEcaticn, 
r.oi but g^'ve thanks to the father of meicic& for the g:: 
bellowed upon him. 

After this, .w2;en fome of the congregation were fei 
country to teach, they defired Mr. Bunyan to so aioni^ ^ 
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Charles) in Cambridgelhire, and the people being gather^ together id the ' 
charch-yard,aCambridgerchoUr,and none of the fobcreft of them aeither, 
cnqaircd what the meaning of that concourfe of people was (it being upon 
a week-day ;) and being told that oneBanyan a tinker was to preach there^ 
he gave a boy two-pence to hold his horfe, faying, He was rclolved to 
hear the tinker prate : And fo he went into the church to hear him. Bot 
God met him there by his miniftry, fo that he came out much changed^ 
^nd woold by his good will hear none but the tinker for a long time af ler, 
^e himfelf becoming a very eminent preacher la that country afterwards. 
This fiory I know to be true, having many times difcourfcd with the 
man, and therefore I could not but fet it down as a fingular inliance of 
the power of God, that accompanied his miniftry. 

But a powerful miniftry being the greateft enemy to the deviPs king- 
dom, as that which plucks his vailals out of the very jaws of hell» no 
wonder that he rallied all kis force againft Mr. Bunyan ; for he having 
preached the gofpel about five years, was apprehended at a meeting, and 
carried before a juilice of peace, who committed him to prifon, though 
he offered fecurii|r for his appearing at the next feflion \ his realon for 
it being, becaufe lib fecurity would not coalent to be bound op that he 
fhould preach no more to the people. 

At the feffioni he was indited for aa upholder and maintainer of un- 
lawful aflemUiei and conventicles, and for not conforming to the church 
of England. Mr. Bunyan was a man of a free and open fpirit, and 
would HOC difiemble to fave himfelf, efpccially in his maller^s caufe, and 
therefore frankly owned his being at a meeting, and preaching to tht 
people, and t4)ac he was a dif&nter from the tftablifliM worfhip, acknow- 
ledging (as the apoftle Paul had done before him) that after the way 
which they called herefy, fo worQiipped he the God of his fathers. 
The juftices tqok this open and plain dealing with them, for a confef- 
Son of the indidment.and fentenced him to perpetual baniibment, becaufe 
he refuied to coi) lorm, in purfuaace of an a£l made by the then parlia- ' 
jnent. Upon which he was again committed to prifoo ; where though 
his feotencc ol baniibment was never executed upon him, yet he was kept 
in prifon for twelve years together, bearing that tedious imprifjnment, in 
an iacomfortable and cloie prifon, and fometimes under cruel and op- 
preiive goalers, with that chriftian patience and prefence of mind, as be- 
came a minifter of Jefus Chrift, and fuch a caufe as he was engaged in, 
and fufFered for. 

But though his enemies ftirred up thereto were very many^yet they were 
wiih-held by -i^ divine power from executing the fentence of his banifii- 
mcnt : For God had other work for him to do in England : And then his 
b^dnds and impriionment, through the over-ruling providence of that God 
who is both wonderful in his counfel, and excciknc in working, tending 
much to the furtherance of the gofpel ; and by his fufferings here, he 
confirmed and fealed the truth, which before he had preached. 

It was by making him a vifit in prifon, that L firft (aw Vvv^^-^tw^^^-^sv^ 
9£quainted i^fth him ; and 1 muft prottlt, V cCi\Adti^x.^a^^.\QS^E.^i.'^^^^^^ssw 
h be a, mail of an excellent fpirit. xcalQU% iot ^\^ m*J&KC %'^^^>»»x> "^"^ 
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chcarfullf committing all his owo concernmenif oUo God^t 4ifipo/)i]. 
When 1 wai tnere, there was above threefcore difTenters befidcs himfel/ 
there, taken but a little before at a religious meeting at Kaiftoeg in the 
coant/ of Bedfoid : Befides^ two eminent difTenting miniflers, to wit, Mr* 
Wheeler and Mr.Dun. (both very well known in Uedfbrdlhire) tho* long 
finoe with God s) by which means the prifon was ^itxy much crooded : Yet 
in the midft of all thai hurry ,which fo many new-comers occafioned,! han 
heard Mr. Banyan both preach and pray with that mighty fpirit of h^\ 
and plethory of divine afiflancey that has made me ftand and wonder. 

Nor did he»white he was in pri(on,fpend his time in a fopine and car^ 
k(4 manner^ or eat the bread of idleneis i for there I have been witndb 
that his own hands have miniftred to his, and to his faroiliy*s neceffideib 
making many hundred mfs of long-tagged thread laces, to fill ap the va- 
cancies of his time, which he had learned for that pnrpofep fince he had 
been in priibn. There alfo I far veyed his library, the leaft| and yet beft 
that ever I faw, coofiiUog only of two books, a biUe and the book of 
martyrs. And durine his Imprifonmenr (fince I have {poke of his li- 
brary) hf writ feveru eicellent and odefnl treatifes i partiularly, fhi 
Htlj City ; Cbnjlim Bfbmvkur ; Ti^ Ri/urrgakm §f tbi Dimdi and 
Gftkc$ aUwudimg /« thi Chief 9fSimn9rs i with feveral Others. 

1 cannot leave the fnfajeft of his impriibament till I have given the 
readeraMeof fome of his eseperience there. He profiefired be never had 
fo great an inlet in all his life, into the word of God as then. Thofe fcrip- 
tures that he faw nothing in before, were then in prifon made to Aiine upon 
him. JefosChrift alfo wu never more real and apparent to him than then: 
/#r thifi ((aid he) / bMvtftem him, anifiU him indai* And that word, 
2 Pet. f. 1 6. W$ hm'9$n^frtach$dtmt9}9m cunninglj drviJidfmhUs^wzMt 
blcfled word onto hi^o there. He has at fome times been lo carried up 
above all fears and temputions,that he has been able to Inogh at defbuc- 
tion, and to iear neither the horfe nor his rider. There it was that God 
gave him fweet and precious fights of the forgivenefs of his fins^and of hit 
being with Jefns in another world. yea,there it was, tkat he found upon 
every iempta,;ion, that God flood by him, and rebuked the tempter. 

fiuc notwithlianding all this, he found he was a man coinpaffcd with in- 

firmities^and that a'concernment for his poor wife and children would new 

and then be thrufting in, the parting from whom would be to him like the 

pulling o^ his fleih from his bones; (lor he was both a loving and tender 

iiufband, and an indulgent father, perhaps fomewhat to a fault $) and the 

many mileries, hardHiips, and wants that his poor family was like to meet 

wiihal, if he ihould be taken from them, would often come into his mind, 

efpecially his daughter who was biind,whidi lay nearer his heart than aH 

the reft : And the thought of her enduring hardfhip, would at fometioies 

be almoft ready to break his heart. But he found God gracious to him, 

even in this partico\ataMo»^it^\\^ l^«^r^\UTL^VvRv^'{ ttieie two fcriptures, 

Jer. xxxix. ii. and chap. xv. w.

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After this bleffed man had fuficr^d twelve yean impriroBment, for the 
teflimony of a good cODfcience, and ftopt the moothi of his gteateft ene- 
Biics, by hii holy, harmlefsi and inoffenfive conyer(ation» it pleafed God 
10 llir ap the heart of Dr. Barlow, bifliop of Lincoln, to he a meant of 
his deliverance ; which I mention to this bifhop^ honour. 

After his being at liberty, he made it « great part of his bufinefs to yifit 
the faints of God abroad, paying his chriftian acknowledgments to them, 
cfpecially fuch whofe hearts God had drawn forth to fupport him ander 
his fuiFerings, preaching the gofpel wherever he came, and exhorting all 
not to be afraid or aihamed of taking op the crofs of Chrill, or to forlake 
the aifembliog of themfelves together, though the laws were againft it, aa 
knowing that God eught,to be obeyed before man. And for fuch as were 
under fufferings on that fcore, he made it his particular care to get and fend 
relief to them. He alfo took great care to vifit the fick,and to (u jpport then 
both externally and internally, according to their wants, and his ability. 
And God fo biefied his miniftry,and accompanied it with his efpecial pre- 
fence, that many fouls were brought to the acknowledgment of the truth 
as it is in Jeftis. He was alfo very ready and fuccefsfnl in reconciling the 
differences that were among God*s people,wherever he found them ; and 
by that means often faved many families from ruin : Being an ambafia- 
dor of peace in every refpefl. 

He would frequently look back upon former deliverances, and blriled 
God ; of which fon>e were exceeding remarkable, and none more fo,than 
that which I am now going to relate. Being a foldier in the parliament*8 
army at the fiege of LeiceTOr,in 164J1 he was drawn out to ftand centind, 
but another foldier voluntarily defired to go in his room ; which Mr. Ban- 
yan conienting to, hs went ; and, as he itood centinel there, was (hot into 
the head with a muikct-bullet,and died. This was a deliverance that Mr. 
Bunyan would often mention, but never without thankfgiving to God. 

He was a roan of a piercing judgment, and had a great infight into 
things ; as appeared in che late reign,whcn liberty of confcience was fo 
unexpedtedly given by king Jannes II. to >difienters of all perfuaiiona. 
He (aw it was not Out of kindnefs to diilenters that they were fb fuddenly 
fet at liberty, and freed from the hard perfecutions that had fo king lain fo 
heavily upon them. He acknowlrtged. That liberty of confcience was 
good, and was every man' ; birthright, by a divine charter ; bat he conld 
not believe it was then given out of a good end : And that the bright fun- 
ihine of the prefent liberty ,was but to introduce a black doud of flavery 
upon Qs.when once the defigns then laying were ripe for execution ; and 
therefore exhorted his congregation at Bedford, and others alio, to make 
ufe of [he Ninevites remedy, to avert the impending ilorm., 

ic was his conltanc praAice,whcn he had hjslibcny, to comelip once a 
year toJLonfion,and to pieach in feveral places there, but more particuiarly 
inSouthwark,near thcFaulcoi^ ; and his labours met with a general accept- 
ance from ail his auditors. ArA from I^ndon he ufied to ride his circuit 
in the country, vifiting the ?'am(5, apd firesgthening their hands in the 
ways of God. 

Jn his family he kept up a oaW v ar/A v:cii\l(ai^l c^xnSit^^ ^^ft^^tst^t^Kv^^iv 
and exhormiaa ; inilrodiog h;*'^hiidT<;u, xii^ ^xWjtW^^^JwswwV^^^^'^^ 
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the wsys of God. Mfi had the bleiSng that Agar prayed for, << N'el her 
•« puver.y /^or licbesf*' but God always gave him foci cotwci.ient. I 
•nee told Aim of a gcntlemanla Loudon, a woithy ciiizcn, that vvruld 
take his Ton Jofep^ apprentice vvichoutancncyy which might he n orca: 
means to advarxe him ; but he repiiirato me, Ged did not fsnd him /? 
mdhanci his fuiniU^ hut ts p^tacb we ^ojpei. 

The Ull ad of his il.'e was a iuboai cf lov: and cha/ity : For a younr 
gentleman, who tv/.^ Mr. i^iiiyun^s neighbour, haying fallen into the d\{* 
plcafure of his father, he dclirrd iVlr. Banyan to be the inllramcnt of 
making up ci.c brcnch« whicn he both undenock .and happily effcdted. 
But in hi;> rt'tu' n to London, bdng overtaken wiih exceffive rains, and 
coming (o hib io'.igi*'ig.'« vi-ry wet^ (which wasatMr.Suaddock's,a grocer, 
at the Star dpon ^r«ow-hil!) he fell (ick of a violent fever, which he bore 
wiih much conftancy and paiierice, rcfignir.g kimfcif up to the will of 
Gody and dciiring to be difTolved, that he might be with Chrill, looking 
upon Hie as a delay of that bltrfTcdnc^s which his foul was afpiring to, and 
thirAing after : And iii ^his holy longing frame of fp^rit, after a ficknefs 
•f ten days, he breathed out his foul into the hands of his bleifed Re- 
deemer, following his happy pilgrim, from the city of Deilru(^tion to 
the heavenly Jerufalem.
